LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Jan. 28.—Commander Byrd has done 
it again. While his second ship was 
coming in, while his men were work- 
ing desperately at both the base and 
at the edge of the bay‘ice, he took 
advantage of a few hours of. good 
| weather yesterday and made his first 
' long flight. 

It was full of accomplishment, 
planned and executed perfectly, and 
all of the mountain range and other 
things hitherto unseefi have been 
added to the map of this mysterious 
land. 

And, what is more, he managed to 
peep over the inaccessible ice field 
which hides a vast area east of the 
King Edward sector and catch a 
glimpse of a fascinating hinterland. 


Wide Area Explored. 


On ‘his five-hour flight with Pilots 
Bernt Balchen: and: Hardid June, 
Commander Byrd estimated ‘that he 
saw 10,000 square miles of ‘hitherto 
unexplored territory. 

Soaring over King Edward VII 
Land, reaching the’Scott Nunataks 
and the Alexandra Mountains, Com- 
Meander Byrd put on the map a new 
island and fourteen mountain peaks, 
which he described in a message to 
his ship as ‘‘solid rock sticking up 
above the snow,” ’and as ‘‘looking 
gocd after so many weeks of. nothing 
but ice and snow.”’ Then, on the re- 
turn journey,.on his left to.the south- 
ward lay the vast unexplored regions 
of Antarctica. 

Perhaps never did the various ui- 
visions of an expedition move: more 
methodically and accurately, _ for 
while the flight was on, while from 
the radiqg room of the bark City of 
New York could be heard the buzz- 
ing of the plane’s signals through a 
loud-speaker, a sound that thrilled 
every one aboard until they laughed 
and yelled and urged the ship hard- 
er into the ice they were trying to 
break, the steamship Eleanor Bolling 
hove in sight from the north and 
came down to join us. 

Now she is anchored alongside the 
Barrier, unloading as if at a dock, 
her winches rattling and her booms 
swinging while the men rush the ma- 
terial ‘taken off up a gentle slope to 
the firm top of the Barrier. 

Set Out on Flight ‘‘Casually.” 

Commander Byrd’s flight was un- 
dertaken as casually as a flight over 
Long Island. .He was all ready for it, 
the plane was equipped and the tanks 
were filled and he was merely wait- 
ing for good weather, which had de- 
serted us fora few days. 

Night before last it began to clear 
and yesterday morning a soft. blue 
sky and bright sun.shone down on 
thé dazzling snow fields. Only a 
tiny flecks of clouds were to be 

seen, a brisk wind was blowing from 
the southwest and reverything, indi- 


cated that the thick weather’ had: 


gone out to. sea for hundreds of. miles 
to the east? 

William (‘‘Cyclone’’) Haines, our 
m-teorologist, sent up a ‘balloon at 
{he camp and found winds of twenty 
to thirty miles an hour at varying 
altitudes up to a mile. This satis- 
fied him that the weather had really 
moved away and ‘he advised the 
Commander that the flight might be 
undertaken in the afternoon. 

So, after Sunday dinner in the 
forecastle, a dinner of chicken and 
mince pie, Commander Byrd. said: 

“Well, we might as. well go. 
looks good.” 

He climbed over the s‘tde into a 
sled driven by Jack Bursey to make 
the run out to the camp.

Purchase . of » 10,000’ Shares 
Puts Three Factions in Field 
for Control of Bank. 


$8,000,000 PAID FOR BLOCK 


Holdings Vie With Those of the 
Bakers and Warburg by Deal, 
Largest of Kind Recently. 


The largest single transfer of bank 
Shares which has been made in a 
block in recent financial history, and 
one which probably will have far- 
reaching results, was completed yes- 
terday. .It was the purchase by the 
banking firm of Dillon, Read & Co. 
of 10,000 shares of‘the Bank of Man- 
hattan Company for $8,000,000 in 
cash. The shares closed last night 
at $805 bid, ‘$815 asked. 

No announcement was made by 
Dillon, Read & Co: about the -pur- 
chase, and the bankers had nothing 
to say when asked. about the trans- 
fer, other than that the purchase 
was made as an investment and not 
for a contest. with any- of thé other 
‘interests in the institution.. It is 
understood that the.stock was: pur- 
‘chased from. ‘a. group of investors 
known as the National American 
Company, which formerly. was the 
investment subsidiary of the Central 
Mercantile Bank which was retained 
by C.:Stanley Mitchell and his as- 
sociates when‘ that institution’ was 
merged with the Bank of United 
States, 

‘The recent announcement that the 
International Acceptance Bank and 
the. International Acceptance Trust 
Company, under the leadership of 
Paul M. Warburg, would ‘join the 
Bank of the Manhattan Company un- 
der an exchange of stock, leads to 
the question: as to just where. the 
“balance of power” in the tremen- 
dous institution now lies. ° Stephen 


Baker, as chairman of the hoard and 
his son, 'J. Stewart Baker, as presi- 
dent,. now’ head the institution, but 
as between the Baker faction, the 
Warburg faction and the Dillon, 
Read & Co. faction now entering, it 
is not known where the voting. con- 
trol lies.

Thousands in Streets and Office 
Windows Acclaim Rescuers on 
Ride From Battery. 


The city. paid homage in generous 
measure yesterday to Captain George 
Fried and: the gallant rescue crew 
of the. America. .The. tribute to the 
sailors who saved thirty-two men of 
the Italian freighter Florida from 
the grip of the’ gale-ridden Atlantic 
was in cheers, in honors and in 
money. 

The lane of welcome from the Bat- 
tery to the City Hall was banked» by 
thousands and: although a chilling 
wind swept up Broadway it failed to 
dim the enthusiasm for the sea 
heroes. Clouds of ticker tape and 
torn paper fell upon the seamen and 
they seemed dazed as the cheers 
broke out. 

When they stepped diffidently 
ashore at the Battery, plainly fear- 
ful of the gale of public. plaudit ‘that 
lay ahead of them, the captain,’ his 
chief officer, Harry: Manning, and 
the eight men of the lifeboat found 
the park thronged.. Additional thou- 
sands wére strung in‘a cheering: line 
up Broadway to the City Hall, where 
another great crowd; awaited their 
coming. 


Walker Preséiits, Setiits, 

Mayor Walker hailed them there 
and presented scrolls describing their 
feat. Medals were pinned to the 
lapels: of the uniforms of officers 
and men. Then, marking a departure 
from the routine of other welcomes, 
$12,000 was handed to the rescuers, 
with a promise of more to come. 
The money was raised by. The ‘Brook- 
lyn: Standard Union. 

Leaving the City Hall the mariners 
faced again’ the informal greetings 
of the public, The route from down- 
town to the Advertising Club in 
Park Avenue, where they were 
guests at luncheon, echoed with ap- 
plause, and when the procession of 
automobiles touched the fringe of 
the Italian section the demonstration 
reached its peak. 

Speaking at the luncheon Police 
Commissioner Whalen, who returned 
for the day to his réle of official 
welcomer, said: 

“I wish to emphasize that Captain 
Fried’s first consideration was hu- 
manity and his second consideration 
was cargo. Not so long ago a dif- 
ferent consideration was given by a 
captain, who took his cargo first.”

Hines Page, with engaging frank- 
ness but with little credit to the 
fidelity with which he represented 
our government, tells (in his book of 
the stirring times of his service in 
London) he did what--he could to 
nullify.”

share, that entire.parity, so far as 
that can be securéd, as between the 
ee of the two countries should 
obtain.”’ 


Criticizes British at Geneva. 


Senator Walsh said he could not 
conceive of a war between the two 
countries unless precipitated by Eng- 
land’s ‘‘traditional practice,’”’ adding 
that the attitude of the British rep- 


resentatives. at the Geneva. Confer- 
ence of 1927 ‘‘affords abundant 
ground for the belief that it is her 
purpose, or was at that time, to 
adhere to her ‘‘traditional practice.’’ 

As Senator Walsh put it, there was 
a “‘most reasonable expectation’”’ on 
the part of the American people that 
when this country scrapped a ship 
investment of nearly 300,000,000 
Great Britain would show some 
similar disposition. 

“But,’’ he continued, ‘‘that expec- 
tation was readily dispelled—in such 
a manner as to leave the unpleasant 
impression that the English people, 
at least so far as the present Min- 
istry speaks for them, ee ys to 
preserve the command of the seas, 
not only to enable them to continue 
their ‘traditional practice,’ but to 
satisfy the pride with which they 
once sang ‘Britannia Rules the 
Waves.’”’ 

Senator Walsh defined his: position 
in these words: 

‘‘I am wedded to the idea of parity 
as between the United States and 
Great Britain, but I should like to 
see that parity attairied by scaling 
down, rather than by. building up. 


Sees No Need for Present Fleets. 


“It is my opinion. that neither na- 
tion stands in any need of such naval 
establishment as it now maintains, 
except to meet the contingency of 
war with the other. I am eager, 


however, to see initiated another at- 
tempt to reach an agreement for lim- 
itation of naval armament, failing 
which I am prepared to vote for the 
construction of not only fifteen 
cruisers, but for any other additions 
to our naval force required to put 
past doubt that it is at least equal 
in strength to the British navy. 

“I am in accord with the Senator 
from Idaho on the necessity of the 


‘| restatement of the rules governing 


the rights of belligerents and neu- 
trals on the high seas and shall sup- 
port his améndment, but to my mind 
action such as is contemplated by it 
looking’ to a conference should be 
accompanied by a proposal from our 
government to have declared the 
basic principle of such restatement 
the immunity from seizure of private 
property on the sea.’”’ 

Mr. Walsh said he saw no incon- 
gruitvy between approval of the Kel- 
logg-Briand anti-war pact and pas- 
sage of the cruiser bill, and gave 
credit to the advocates of the cruiser 
program for being as much attached 
to the cause of peace ‘‘as the rest 
of us who may vote against the 
meéasure.’’ 

“They equally harbor hope 
naval limitation,’’ he said.

Reported state- 
ments that neither Owen D, Young 
nor J. P, Morgan would accept 
the presidency of the committee 
nor permit any discussion of the 
allied debts to the United States has 
given to the whole matter an en- 
tirely new aspect from that which 
was expected when it was first pro- 
posed. The feeling is expressed that 
plans are being made in New York 
and Washington which may be ex- 
cellent financially, but take too little 
account of the political situations 
that now exist and will exist if these 
plens are accepted. 

Whether or not the European 
Allies’ debts to America are ever 
mentioned in amy meeting which 
Messrs. Morgan and Young attend, 
it. is believed here that they will in- 
evitably be in the background of 
every one’s thoughts and the basis of 
any plans which can be accepted by 
France, England, Belgium or Italy. 
It is held to be certain that none of 
these countries will accept any. plan 
which does not enable it to cover its 
debt payments from what it receives 
from Germany, and that they all 
regard with considerable suspicion

LIGHTNING WRECKS MOSQUE 


Mostar Temple Crashes——Much 
Damage in Balkan Storm.

VIENNA, Jan. 28.—Although the 
snowfall ceased’ yesterday, intense 
cold prevails in Central and Eastern 
Europe, where traffic generally is 
impeded’ by enormous masses of 
snow. 

From all parts of the Balkans come 
reports of damage wrought over the 
week-end, the most startling being 
the destruction of the chief mosque 
at Mostar, the capital of Herzego- 
vina, a province of Yugoslavia. 

Amid the whirl of the snowstorm 
the inhabitants of Mostar heard a 
loud rumbling and rushed into the 
streets, fearing an earthquake. Light- 
ning struck the beautiful minaret of 
the Central Mosque, which crashed 
to the ground, bringing part of the 
walls with it. 

The crash was accompanied by ter- 
rific thunderclaps and the extinction 
of all lights, <s the power station 
was simultaneously struck. A panic 
resulted. 

At Kottingbrunn, near Wienerneu- 
stadt, the blizzard piled up such snow 
masses that within a half hour the 
station was buried in six feet of 
snow. A company of engineers, a 
half company of infantry and 200 
workmen from Vienna freed the im- 

risoned station personnel. but the 
ine is still blocked. |

Planes to Evacuate Britons.

Christmas Gifts in the Mail. 


Then from .the. Bolling the men 
brought purchases they had made 


for friends, the most common of 
which, curiously enough, were’ hand- 
kerchiefs, which every one seemed 
to have forgotten. We are tired of 
the sight of red bandanas. 

The mail.was brought over, three 
large sacks of it, and hustled down 
into the wardroom of the City of 
New York,, where it. was sorted on 
the table by many willing hands and 
then taken up on deck to the dis- 
tributors. It was grabbed eagerly 
and for a little while work was for- 
gotten while envelopes were eagerly 
torn open and eyes fastened: on the 
handwriting of those dear to them 
whom they had not seen for so long 
a time.

SHANGHAI, Jan. . 28.—Disquieting 
reports. from Nanking indicates that 
the renewed Sino-Japanese conversa- 
tions seeking to settle at least the 
questions of the Chinese tariff and 
Japanese evacuation of the -Province 
of Shantung are going the way of 
all others since last Summer, and 
that K. Yoshizawa, the Japanese en- 
voy, is planning to return to Shang- 
hai from the capital tomorrow with- 
out taking decisive action of any 
kind, 

While definite information is lack- 
ing concerning the conversations, 
which were held behind closed doors, 
the Chinese Foreign Minister is un- 
derstood to have continued to de- 
mand a definite statement from an 
authoritative Japanese source as to 
when Tokio proposes to withdraw its 
troops from Shantung, while Mr. 
Yoshizawa, who is also the Minister 
to China, preferred to proceed to set- 
tle the tariff question prior to a dis- 
cussion of other problems. 

Dr. Wang, however, following the 
announced policy of the Nationalist 
Government, is said to have refused 


to give up the evacuation as a card 
in the diplomatic game, the Chinese 
officials apparently feeling that 
Japan will be forced to pay the new 
tariff rates effective on Friday with 
the inauguration of Nationalist cus- 
toms autonomy, whether Japan signs 
@ new treaty or not. Hence the 
move is seen as placing Japan in a 
difficult position, being forced to pay 
duties which she has long insisted 
were illegal under the old commercial 
treaty. While there is a possibility 
of trouble breaking out soon after 
the Chinese attempt to collect the 
higher duties, the best opinion here 
is that the Japanese will be con- 
strained to pay under protest, as 
Tokio is believed to be unwilling to 
act forcibly alone. 

Although it is too early to say 
paar gaa J again that the Sino-Japan- 
es2 parleys have reached another 
impasse, certainly the optimism 
which prevailed at the reopening of 
the negotiations is considerably 
dampened, which is becoming the 

usual procedure in these frequently 
renewed efforts to settle some, at 
least, among the irksome differences 
that are badly straining friendship 
in the Oricnt. 

The Chinese are inclining toward 
bitterness, the opinion in semi-offi- 
cial circles being that M. Yoshizawa 
was sent to Nanking to prevent 
trouble in the Japanese Diet and that 
his mission was not sincere but a 
political gesture designed to placate 
the opposition party on Chinese 
policy and permit Premier Tanaka 
to weather the storm in the Diet 
and possibly remain in power an- 
other year. 

There is a report that Tokio has 
drafted a note accepting the new 
tariff rates which is said to have 
been forwarded to Nanking but has 
not yet been received. As far as is 
ascertainable, M. Yoshizawa reiter- 
ated Tokio’s attitude in the same 
terms as: did Consul General Yada 
two months ago, and the situation, 
unless the Minister receives further 
instructions, is again deadlocked, 
temporarily at least. 


Japan Denies Aiding Drug Traffic. 


GENEVA, Jan. 28 (®.—A formal 
written protest was filed today by 
Naotake Sato, Japanese member of 
the opium committee of the League 
of Nations, against charges made 
last week by the Chinese delegate, 
Wang King-ky, who criticized Japan 
for annexing Formosa and keeping 
troops in Shantung. 

Mr. Sato insisted that Mr. Wang 
had furnished no proof of his asser- 
tion that Japanese troops protected 
a criminal traffic in narcotics, de- 
claring that he protested against this 
charge because it was calculated to 
cast doubt on the honor, spirit and 
discipline of the Japanese army. 

Mr. Sato then referred to Mr. 
Wang’s accusation that Japan’s ex- 
pedition to Shantung was a violation 
of the gue equations covenant. 
His statement characterized as ab-

One of these witnesses, I. E. Good- 
ner, representing the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, asked the 
committee to consider putting a ‘‘sea- 
sonal duty’’ on tomatoes.

ELECTRICAL ENGINEERS 
OPEN CONVENTION HERE 


Members at. Winter Session Hear 
Theories on Losses in Under- 
groand Cables. 





Theoretical researches. into _ the 
breakdown of electric insulation in 
underground cables which result in 
short circuits and cost tens of thou- 
sands of dollars a year were report- 
ed on yesterday afternoon at the 
opening session of the Winter con- 
vention of the American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers, at the Engi- 
neering Societies Building, 29 West 
Thirty-ninth Street. The convention 
will continue until Friday evening. 

Dr. J. B. Whitehead, Dean of the 
Johns Hopkins School of Engineer- 


ing, and R. H. Marvin of the Johns 
Hopkins research staff, were .co- 
authors of a paper which described 
results of an experimental research 
conducted for the Engineering 
Foundation in the laboratory of the 
Electrical Engineering School at 
Baltimore University. Their subject 
was dielectric absorption, or a study 
of the loss of electricity through im- 
perfect insulation. 

Other speakers were Donald W. 
Kitchin, research engineer of the 
Simplex Wire and Cable Company 
of Boston; L. V. Bewley of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company, and Profes- 
sor V. Karapetoff of Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

Those who discussed dielectrics 
pointed out that the insulation of 
underground electric cables had to 
be flexible and therefore has hither- 
to been made of fibrous materials 
such as a combination of wood paper 

ulp and refined oils. Because of 
he difficulty of eliminating the last 
traces of air and water from the in- 
sulating material, short circuits and 
explosions occur. Efforts are being 
made to prevent the liberation of 
heat inside the mass of insulation. 

Dr. O. J. Ferguson, Dean of En- 
gineering at the University of Ne- 
braska and senior vice president of 
the institute, presided at the open- 
ing of the convention in the absence 
of R. F. Schucharadt, president, who 
was ill. Members and guests from 
all parts of the country registered 
for the convention sessions, and it 
was estimated that there would be an 
attendance of between 1,500 and 
2,000 engineers at the five-day meet- 


ing.

If Argentinean cattle products 
were forced out..of the American 
market, a-part.of the 135,000,000 
acres of land’ now devoted to cattle- 
raising would undoubtedly be turned 
into grain production, it is generally 
believed here, and the American 
farmers would meet keen competi- 
tion in the world’s markets. 

From 35,000,000 acres, Argentina ex- 
ports a surplus of 150,000, bushels

KANE ACTED AS AIDE 


Boston Billy Monaghan, Brought rea 


From Prison, Fails to Help 
State at Mineola Trial. 


DESCRIBED AS DESPERADO |to 


Heavy Guard Kept on Convict—/ sh 


$80,000 Livermore Robbery Goes 
to Jury Today. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MINEOLA, L. I., Jan. 28.—District 
Attorney Edwards of Nassau County 
placed’ Boston Billy Monaghan on 
the stand in the county court here 
today with every expectation that he 
would testify that Edgar Kane had 
been an accomplice in the §$80,- 
000 Livermore jewel robbery, but 
Monaghan surprised the entire court 
room by denying that Kane had any 
connection with the crime. Kane 
was indicted for burgiary and grand 
larceny, and his trial began today. 

Extreme precautions were taken 
while Monaghan was in court. Out- 
side corridors were lined with police 
and detectives, and Monaghan had 
an escort of four armed men from 
the jail to the court house. Mr. Ed- 
wards :described him as one of the 
most desperate criminals of modern 
times and the author of a crime 
“that amazed and startled the entire 
country.’ Monaghan is serving fifty 
years in Clinton Prison for the Liver- 
more Spbery and in his opening the 
prosecutor told the jury he would 
show that Monaghan, Kane and Ar- 
thus Barry committed it. 

Monaghan said he met Kane in a 
speakeasy run by the latter on West 
113th Street, New York, late in 1926. 
He said he “‘located’’ the Livermore 
home .himself and that only Barry 
accompanied him there the night of 
the robbery. He denied that Kane, 
formerly the Livermore chauffeur, 
had “‘located’”’ the place, that he had 
oined in the robbery or that he had 

en paid $300 in connection with it. 
His testimony followed that of Mrs. 
Dorothy Livermore and Mrs. Vir- 

nia Aronson, who with their hus- 

ands were the victims of the rob- 
bery. Both said Kane was not 
present during the crime and that he 
had not been in the vicinity prior 
to it.

Italian Consul General Says Rescue 
Strengthened the Ties Between

Honored for the second time in 
three years by. the Advertising Club, 
Captain George Fried, again modest- 
ly refusing credit for the rescue of 
the Flocida crew, dwelt upon the 
heroism displayed by those aboard 
the Italian freighter when he spoke 


yesterday at the luncheon given for], 


him and his men by the club at 23 
Park Avenue. 

Emanuele“ Grazzi,., Italian "Consul 
General, also a guest of honor, ex- 
pressed the thanks ofall Itallans 
for the rescue of 32 of their coun- 
trymen by the America, which he 
declared had strengthened the ties 
of friendship between the two na- 
tions. 

Midtown New York had its first 
chance to acclaim the heroes of the 
rescue as they drove from City Hall, 
following the official welebme by 
. Mayor Walker, to attend the lunch- 
eon. The streets along the route 
were lined with throngs of men, wo- 
men and children, who cheered as 
the cars moved slowly north, flanked 
by their escort of 150 petners 
horses ridden by police. As the party 
drove north on Lafayette Street they 
were greeted ‘by’ many ItaliansAmer- 
icans, both American and Italian 
flags waving in the breeze from 
buildings and held hy those on the 
sidewalks. 

Crowds were larger at points where 
the route was changed—at Ninth 
Street, where they drove. west to 
Fifth Avenue, and at Fourteenth 
Street, Twenty-third Street and 
Thirty-fourth Street. The windows 
of office buildings along Fifth Ave- 
nue were filled with workers, who 
leaned out to shout and wave as the 
procession of cars moved past. Sev- 
eral thousand had collected on Park 
Avenue between Thi fifth and 
Thirty-sixth Streets, in front of the 
Advertising Club, and the rescuers 
were hailed as they went into the 
club. 


Welcomed by Hodges. 


They were welcomed by Gilbert T. 
Hodges, president, and other -mem- 
bers of the Advertising Club. Mrs, 
Fried, wife of Captain Fried, and 
Mrs. Anna Manning, mother of Chief 
Officer Manning, were the first to 
take their places at the dais in’ the 
dining room, behind which hung a 
picture of a ship at sea draped with 


American flags. 

Captain Fried, after expressing his 
appreciation for the reception given 
the American crew, said simply that 
_ men had just tried to do their 

uty. 

“Speaking of heroism, there was 
also heroism on the Florida,’’ he de- 
clared. ‘‘When you think of a po 4 
tain struggling to keep his sh uP 
afloat for four days, then you real- 
ize what a terrible moment it was 
for him, with nothing but water 
around. A ship is a seaman’s home, 
and it is a terrible thing to Jose it. 

“They certainly displayed heroism 
when they were struggling, many 
with broken ribs and arms, to“kee 
that vessel afloat. I hope that 
never have to go through anything 
so terrible, for nothing could. com- 
pare with the anxiety that must have 
been felt by those helpless men in 
their rudderless ship.”’ 

Chief Officer Harry Manning also 
declined to accept any of the credit 
for the Florida rescue.

“In . budget : discussions heretofore 
we have made our comparisons with 
the year 1921. That was the last year 
free from budget control. The total 
expenditure for that year, exclusive 
of debt reduction. and postal ex- 
penses, was $5,115,927,689.30. In 1927 
—six years later and six budget years 
—that extraordinary outgo had been 
battered down to $2,974,029,674.62. 
This gave us a reduction of $2,141,- 
898,014.68 in six years. The figures I 
have given, which have been chal- 
lenged, are exact—taken from the 
records even to the last straggling 
penny—and I think can be under- 
stood even by the schoolboy who said 
he had no difficulty with algebra 
and geometry, but couldn’t under- 
stand mathematics. 

“That year—1927—was also distin- 
guished as the year of largest. sur- 
plus—$635,809,921.70, which you may 
recall we applied to the debt, saving 
ene $25,000,000 in annual inter- 
est. 


Expenditures and. Growth. 
“That 1927 figure of $2,974,029,- 
674.62 is: the lowest expenditure level 
this government: will ever see. The 
country is growing, expanding, de- 


veloping gloriously. Its population is 


increasing—105,000,000 in 1920 and 
120,000,000 in 1928. You can’t run a 


modern mogul locomotive for the 
money .thet- was sufficient. to main- 
tain and operate an old-style wood- 
burning engine. 

_“From now on we can look for 
steady increase in necessary national! 
expenditures. This, however, does 
not change budget policy nor weaken 
the demand for the strictest economy 
in Federal operations... Rather that 
demand is strengthened. With ths 
growth of the country new important 
rojects will present themselves, call- 
ng for more money from the Treas- 
ury, and no matter how great the 
revenues, unless they are. courage- 
ously controlled and wisely directed 
into channels of useful and necessary 
purposes, burdensome additional 
taxes, 6r inability to carry on neces- 
sary constructive work, will result. 
Certainly: we contemplate no such 
possibility. ° 

‘‘And the year 1927, with its record 
of smallest expenditure and biggest 
surplus, forms the new starting point 
for budget operations. From now on 
nstead of striving each year to re- 
duce expenses below the preceding 
year'we enter upon a new and equally 
important duty to see that advancing 


th | cests are reflected in necessary de- 


velopment and’constructive progress. 
“‘Expenditures in' 1928 ‘exceeded the 
1927 record by $149,935,355.73. . This 
was almost entirely due to new legis- 
lation providing for new projects of 
great national-importance. We man- 
aged, however, with the aid of $50,- 
,000 reduction in interest, to end 
the year with a surplus of $398,828,- 
281.06. Of this amount $367,358,710.12 
was applied to the debt with an an- 
nual interest*saving of $14,000,000. 


The Present Year. 


“The current year thus far has not 
been a happy one fo- the budget or- 
ganization. . An original estimated 
surplus of $252,540,283 was by new 
legislation, including tax reduction, 
transformed into a threatened deficit 
of $94,000,000. At the last meeting of 
this organization in June the Presi. 
dent called attention to this radical 
change in prospects, stated that he 
nevertheless contemplated no deficit 
at the end of the year, and called his 
executives and administrators into 
action, to work another transforma- 
tion—to convert that $94,000,000 indi- 
cated deficit into an assured‘ surplus 
By his direction the expenditure pro 
ram for the year radically modi- 
fied. The pruning‘ knife fell here 
and there and everywhere in the 
rim. fight for a»balanced budget. 
posed expenditures of doubtful 
immediate necessity went under the 
guillotine. 
“As a result of this drastic action 
and an improvement in the revenue 
outlook, the budget for 1930 as sub- 
mitted to Congress showed a possible 
surplus for the current year of $36,-

“The estimates sent to Congress 
for 1930 call for $208,777,617.33 less 
than -the departments originally 
asked. Cuts in estimates made by the 
Budget. Bureau during the entire 
budget period—reduction made by di- 
rection of the President before sub- 
mission: to Congress—totaled $1,961,- 
681,076.49. This, however, does not 
tell the whole story, for budget 
boards organized in the various de- 
partments take their toll before the 
estimates are sent to the Budget 
Bureau. The Treasury Department 
Budget Board, for example, reduced 
estimates by $61,325,085.54, while the 
War Department authorities shaved 
$590,560,046 from estimates before 
sending them to the Bureau of the 
Budget. Exclusive of reductions made 
by other budget boards we have a 
total reduction under budget proce- 
dure‘ of $2,613,766,207.54. 

“The estimates for 1930 show a 
possible surplus of $60,576,182. This 
result .is reached without figuring 
into the equation pending legislation 
and possible court action that may 
add millions to our expenditures and 
seriously threaten that narrow safety 
margin of $60,000,000. Facing these 
conditions, the President stated that 
now.estimates would meet with his 
approval that would contribute to a 
deficit in 1930. 


The National Debt. 


“The books of the Treasury Aug. 
31, 1919, showed a gross: national 
debt of $26,596,701,648.01. By appli- 
cation of the various surpluses of 
the years 1820 to 1928, amounting to 
$3,091,000,000, through the operations 
of the cumulative sinking fund act, 
by foreign payments, the brilliant re- 
funding operations of the Treasury 
Department and other factors, on 
June 30 last that crushing total was 


reduced to $17,604,293,201.43. This 
gave: us an actual reduction in a lit- 
tle léss than nine years of $8,922;408,- 
446.58—an average reduction of over 
a period of nine years of $1,000,000,- 
a year. Could anything be more 
eloquent of the stability of our great 
government and the wisdom that has 
governed its administration! . ; 
“We.are committed to the impor- 
tant task of ee that debt hal- 
ance d6wn to $15,000,000,000 in three 
years. From July 1 to Dec. 31 last, 
the debt was reduced by $290,000,- 
000, which means an annual saving 
of $11;000,000 in interest. 

“In June, 1927, the Loyal: Order of 
Woodpeckers was organized in the 
Federal service to give the thousands 
of Federal workers a definite place 
in the campaign for thrift. To be- 
come .a member a saving of at least 
$1 a‘year must be made. With 568,715 
employes there could be effected a 
saving of more than a half million 
dollars a year, and that seemed 
worth: ng. Of course, the more 
important purpose was the develop- 
ment of the spirit of conservation of 
government money, time and sup- 
plies. The proposal met with loyal 
response from the service. 

“The Interior, Department circu- 
larized: its omemee urging them to 
enlist. in the Woodpecker Club and 
pledge themselves to miake a specific 
saving during the year of at leaSt $1. 
I read from a letter sent to the dis- 
trict superintendent by a clerk at an 
Indian agency in lahoma. The let- 
ter was a response to the department 
circular: 

“‘From the appropriation for 
lights:and fuel I have-saved at least 
$1 * * * by sittin by the open fire in 
the evening wi he lights turned 
out except when reading. * * * 
ae an open window my kitch- 
en light shines into a mirror on my 
bathroom wall, which in turn reflects 
the light onto the white wall opposite 
and illuminates the entire bathroom.’ 

“‘And you smile. I did when I first 
read it.

DEMAND CLOSER BOND

Dr. Duggan and Leader of Group 
of Argentine Educators Urge 
Cultaral ‘Relations. . 





The group of Argentine educators 
who are visiting the United States 
under the auspices of the Institute 
of International Education were en- 
tertained by the Pan American So- 
ciety yesterday at a luncheon at the 
Bankers Club. of:America,”120-Broad- 
way. Dr. Stephen P. Duggan, direc- 
tor of the Institute, and Dr. Ernesto 
Nelson, head of the Argentine group, 
spoke on ‘the-necessity ‘of. improving 
the cultural relations between Argen- 
tina and the United States. 

Dr. Duggan, referring to the busi- 
ness activities of the Pan American 
Society members, said commerce was 
the greatest agency for spreading in- 
telligence throughout the world. 
Good-will, he continued, is largely 
dependent on saucnting 
of different countries to 
standing of each other. 

“The amount of ignorance on the 
part of Americans concerning Latin 
America is colossal,’’ said Dr. Dug- 
gan, ‘‘and I frankly believe that the 
amount of ignorance on the part of 
Latin ge oppehee a tear our 
country is equally appalling.”’ 

The way to build up the desired 
understanding, he continued, was to 
disseminate American books in Latin 
America, to stimulate visits to Latin 
America, particularly on the part of 


an under- 


fesSors id reBeafch ‘students to 
‘study:, the southern continent and 
visit it instead of going:to‘Europe. 

Dr. Ernesto Nelson spoke of Ar- 
gentina as @ country even more cos- 
mopolitan than the United States in 
its population and culture, but said 
American books were almost un- 
known in his country, and there was 
a great lack of.intellectual and cul- 
tural relations between the two coun- 
tries which such visits as his group 
was making would help to overcome. 
He said’ he hoped his trip would be 
the beginning of a larger movement 
in which.Americans would also visit 
Argentina. .

IN APPORTIONING HOUSE 


Senator Capper Offers Resolution 
for Amendment to Constitution 
Affecting Reapportionment. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 28:—A  pro- 
posed “alien amendment” to the Fed- 
eral Constitution to prevent the 
counting of aliens as part of the pop- 
ulation of the United States in as- 
certaining the basis for reapportion- 
ment of members.of the House of 
Representatives was introduced by 
resolution in the Senate today by 
Senator Capper of Kansas. © 

The amendment would add two 
words ‘‘and aliens’’ at the end of the 
first sentence of Section 2 of Arti- 
cle 14:of the Constitution which 
would then read: 

“Representatives shall be appor- 
toined:among the several States ac- 
cording to their respective members, 
counting the whole number of per- 
sons in each State, excluding Indians 
not taxed and aliens.’”’ 

“I am introducing this resolution 
because I believe it is only right and 
fair that only American: citizens 
should be counted,in apportioning 
Congressmen and presidential. elec- 
tors,’? Mr. Capper said. ‘‘On the basis 
of the 1920 census, excluding. aliens 
from the country would mean shift- 
ing of nine electoral votes and nine 
Congressmen from five-States. In 
other words, aliens in these five 
{ States give to'those States an addi- 


‘tional electoral vote almost equal to 
the entire electoral vote of my own 
State of Kansas. 

“Under the reapportionment. bill 
now nding, if e constitutional 
amendment is not adopted, the aliens 
in these five States, while not voting 
themselves, would..give these five 
States sufficient - electoral: votes’ to 
offset the entire electoral vote of the 
State of Kansas. Of .course,. that 
means also that these five States 
have nine extra Congressmen, taken 
away from States populated by Amer- 
ican citizens. I submit that such a 
condition is unjust and unfair to 
American citizens in all the States 
of the Union and should be remedied 
‘at-the: earliest: possible moment. 

“There is no question in my mind 
that this amendment, if. submitted 
to the States, will be ratified by the 
necess mumber. of ‘States. as soon 
as their epee get a chance to 
pass upon it.”’...

Marines’ Drive and Lack of 
Ammunition Split Outlaw 
Groups, Driving Them South. 


BANDS RAID PLANTATIONS | ;, 


They Strike Swiftly and Fiee— 
“Special Native Force Joining 
Work of Extermination. 


By Tropical Radio to THE New YorK TiMEs, 

MATAGALPA, Nicaragua, Jan. 28. 
—The bandits and outlaws in the 
Departments of Nueva Segovia and 
Jinotega are becoming desperate on 
account of lack of food and ammuni- 
tion, according to the coffee planters 
there. So relentless has been the 
pressure of the United States Marines 
that. the larger bandit groups have 
broken up into smaller groups and 
are working their way south, robbing 
plantations and committing other 
depredations. 

The advent of the dry season has 
enabled the bandits to travel faster, 
and keeping off the established 
trails they have been able to strike 
unexpectedly and to escape. The 
bandits have committted many 
atrocities and consequently the own- 
ers of coffee plantations are experi- 
encing great difficulty in securing 
and retaining sufficient laborers tu 
pick this year’s coffee crop, even 
though higher wages are being paid. 
The recent skirmish at Yali, where 
@ small marine patrol was ambushed 
by a bandit group believed to have 
numbered eighty and three marines 
were killed, the bodies of two being 


badly mutilated, is an indication of 
ferociousness of the outlaws. It is 
believed that several small groups 
of bandits are working independently 
of Augustino Sandino.

The country around Jinotega and 
Matagalpa is exceedingly rough and 
mountainous and it is almost impos- 
sible to penetrate the jungles with 
mules or horses.

Hastily 
leaving their mounts in a secure 
place, the bandits proceed a short 
distance across country to secure an 
advantageous position. With rifles 
and machine guns they wait in am- 
bush and when the quarry ap- 
proaches they open fire. 


After one volley the bandits scurry 
away to secure their mounts and 
ride off. In many contacts the ban- 
dits are never seen by the marines 
and how many and who they are is 
seldom ascertained. 

Traveling on the regular trails— 
there are no nignwer oan under 
the best conditions is exceedingly 
slow and dangerous. The planters 
usually take a guide and three or 
four animals, as one animal cannot 
go far without breaking down beg 
atigue.

.eserving the peace of the coun 
t will not be ready for sometime 
relieve the marines. Small detach- 
ments of the Guardia Nacional are 
operating in the field against the 
outlaws, as of the marines gen- 
eral plan and under the Marine Corps 
command.

Immediately at least one London 
editor took steps to obtain the sup- 
pression of the extracts here on the 
ground that monarch’s 
respondence should not disclosed 
without the writer’s consent and, 
furthermore, that they should not be 
subjected to the pain of seeing fam- 
ily confidences in the public press 
at a time when the King is lying 
ill and the Queen is under great do- 
mestic anxiety. 

Lord Claud Hamilton, the King’s 
equerry, when interviewed by a 
Daily News representative at Buck- 
ingham Palace, said it was impos- 
sible off hand to decide whether the 
letters were genuine, but that it was 
exceedingly probable they were au- 
thentic. : 

“The Queen’s letter about the 
Germans, for instance,’ he_ said, 
“vibrated with the feeling of that 
time, and I expect the Germans were 
writing and feeling much the same 
about us at that time [the death of 
Lord Kitchener]. There is nothing 
we can do if the letters were sola 
and paid for.

Later the news agency which had 
telegraphed the extracts here with- 
drew them for twenty-four hours at 
the request of Lord Hamilton. 

There is no copyright agreement 
between England and Germany, but 
the King and Queen as the writers 
of the letters could prohibit their 
publication in the United States as 
holders of copyright.

The blow dropped Terris in ‘his 
tracks, and he had to be assisted to 
his feet when the fatal ten seconds 
were: counted over his prostrate form. 
Before landing that finishing punch, 
Herman missed more. right-hand 
punches in the first half of the bat- 
tle than the ordinary fighter misses 
in a lifetime. 

Notwithstanding, Terris did not 
impress as anything even closely re. 
sembling the Terris of old... The 
spring was out of his legs. The snap 
had left his punch, and gone also 
was the hitting accuracy which made 
him’ something of a marvel before 
fighters of every description started 
bouncing rights and lefts off his 
chin.. s chin incidentallly has. no 
resistance worthy the description.

Herman survived a knockdown in 
the fifth round to score his victory 
in what transpired of the sixth.

the jaw, Herman went down for a 
count of eight in the fifth, without, 
however, being dangerously hurt by 
the blow.

That’ he was unhurt Herman illus- 
trated by the ‘way. he went through 
the motions of tearing after Terris 
when he regained his feet. Neverthe- 
less, the crowd cheered at the in- 
dication of action as it had jeered 
earlier for want of action. 

Just before the bell ended the fifth 
round, Herman hooked a right to 
Terris’s jaw which brought an ex- 
pression of pained surprise to. Sid’s 
features. But with every succeedin

the most awkward novice. 

Referee Hylas had to threaten to 
toss the boxers from the ring in the 
fourth round to bring a semblance 
of action. There-was none to speak 
of in the first four rounds. Terris 
danced around and missed awk- 
wardly and Herman dove in and 
missed more awkwardly.

_The second performance in Amer- 
ica of Krenek’s “Jonny Spielt Auf,” 
and the first subscription perform- 
ance of the opera last night by the 


.| Metropolitan Opera Company, coi- 


ed. this commentator in the im- 


pressions hereceived from the pre- 
miére.. There are real wit, audacity, 
grotesquerie in the score, with i 
satire of jazz and of various operatic 
forms; there is originality—whether 
the,.observer welcomes: it or not—in 
the idea and the libretto; and the 
opera is done almost complete in- 
justice by the presentation. 

Those who see this production by 
the Metropolitan, particularly in the 
final scenes, may well wonder why 
the work is considered ne a shoe 
for performance in an opera house 
The local production gives hardly a 
hint of the exhilarating ed and 
the prongs fantasy of the orig- 
inal, even ing the opera appear 
as a covert insult by a composer liv- 
ing in Germany to rica—a thing, 
needless ‘to say, which it is not and 
was never intended to be. Krenek 
did not dream of American flags, or 
Statues of Liberty, or pickaninn 
dancers, or any of the effects gratui- 
tously wished an him in the final 
scene at the Metropolitan. He is 
parodying his civilization, not ours, 
save inasmuch as both now form part 
of a modern universe which is, as 
he professes to see it, a conglomera- 
tion of sensuality and materialism, 
with jazz as one of its hall-marks. 

The composer has created a li- 

bretto and a score which should go 
hand in hand to produce on the be- 
holder the effect of speed, burlesque, 
fantastic satire which is sometimes 
amusing, sometimes broad, some- 
times spiteful, all moving at a helter- 
skelter pace, all redolent of the con- 
fusion, bewilderment and neuroticism 
of the modern age. 
Not once are the swiftness and the 
phantasmagoria of the production of 
the opera in Leipzig’s little Stadt- 
theater equaled. Seldom is it ap- 
roached. The beholder of the New 
ork performance does not realty 
know what is intended by the opera, 
—whether it is serious or solemn, 
whether it is grotesque or in dead 
earnest, or whether it is opera at 
all. <As it is presented it is neither 
fish, flesh hor fowl. A foreign visitor, 
seeing the final spectacle, would 
marvel at the persistency of the in- 
fluence of George Cohan in grand 
opera in America, and wonder if he 
had not mistaken an address and be- 
held a rather cheap, vulgar and silly 
production on a big scale in some one 
of our moving-pjcture houses. Except 
that the moving-picture house, or al- 
most any theatre of moderate equip- 
ment in this city, would have done 
the thing so much better. 

It is hard to find grounds in de- 
fense of this production. The Metro- 

olitan stage is behind the times in 
ts equipment. This we all know. 
But it does not explain the ineptness, 
the clumsiness, the things that do 
not come off on the stage of one of 
the. greatest of the world’s opera 
houses, financed to the hilt, with un- 
limited funds available, if it chooses 
to utilize them, for artistic purposes. 
One doubts very much whether, in 
advance of the American production, 
the pains were even taken to study 
the original Leipzig production. 
There—in Leipzig—are all the stage 
effects desired by the composer. 

An automobile whirls through the 
streets of a delirious city; a train 
appears far away, its headlights 
approaching and most plausibly fol- 
lowing winding tracks till it is al- 
most at the rim of the stage; and 
there is the last grand transforma- 
tion, as Jonn. leaps from a high 
scaffolding, lands on the station 
clock, which becomes in apotheosis 
a huge, whirling globe, Jonny atop 
of it, the clou- about his head, the 
planets at his back, and a_bac- 
chanale, not of cocn babies, but a 
motley crowd in every variety of 
modern dress, giady, debauched, 
circling about the base of his stellar 
throne, and finally the world freez- 
ing on its axis, turned into a record 
disk bearing *he title of Krenek’s 
creation. These differences between 
the two productions were noted by 
the writer after the first perform- 
ance. They are retold because a 
new audience should know some- 
thing of the actual character of a 
new opera. before pronouncing 
upon it. 

The score itself has what we should 
humbly call some very good jazz 
strains, and these are parodied with 
a discordancy which has spice and 
point. There are also some very 
amusing ensemble pieces. The work- 
manship is simple but dexterous. 
Some of the “‘stunts’”’ of the orches- 
tra, employing jazz in counterpoint 
of a bold and atonal character, equal 
the extravagances that Krenex 
wanted on his stage. It is true that 
his principal asset as a composer is 
this technical dexterity and his musi- 
cal satire. His take-off of jazz is:for 
us extremely felicitous, while his 
power of melodic invention for its 
own sake is more dubious.

“To mention this. aspect of the 
music in the United States,’’ he says, 
“might distract the audience from 
the music and remind them of; con- 
troversial. subjects. Here in ‘Edin- 
burgh the interest in the matter is 
remote and romantic; no harder to 
digest than tales about Abraham 
Lincoln. Let us, then, boldly men- 
tion a matter that will show us that 
this music is, in spite of its title, not 
only serious, but profoundly tragic in 
conception. Its final orgy is pre- 
sented, not from the point of view of 
the brilliant player rousing applause 
for his fireworks, but as the tragic 
ruin of the beauty that had begun 
in romantic pathos. 

“Mr. Powell has the profoundest 
sympathy for the negro as artist and 
as human being. But profound sym- 
pathy is very different from the 
facile sentimentality that refuses to 
recognize the dangers that. threaten 
two races of widely different stages 
of evolution that try to live together. 
The ‘Rhapsodie Negre’ is music, 
not political propaganda; but it will 
be soonest understood by those who, 
whether from personal knowledge of 


to recognize emotional values in mu- 
sic, manage to understand from the 
outset that this is not only an emi- 
nently romantic but also a thorough- 
ly tragic piece.’’ 

Other items on yesterday’s program 
were Weber’s overture’ to ‘Der 
Freischiitz’’ and the Cesar Franck 
symphony in D minor. The playing 
of the young musicians under the 
able leadership of Mr. Clifton was 
warmly applauded by a large audi- 
ence. 

The concert marked the final ap- 
pearance of: Mr. Clifton for this sea- 
son, since he wiil depart soon for a 
sabbatical leave in Europe.

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GUESSES AT HOOVER. 


Mr. Hoover’s stay of two weeks 
in Washington laid him open to all 
kinds of devastators of his day and 
interpreters of his secret thoughts. 
Among the latter, Representative 
BRITTEN has now an indisputable 
title to first place. After his cheer- 
ful announcement to the reporters 
that Mr. Hoover wished an Ameri- 
can navy second to none, and that 
he was also in favor of the time 
limit in the cruiser bill which Presi- 
dent COOLIDGE desires to have taken 
out of it, he was confronted with 
telegraphed denials from Miami. 
From that city of rest it was stated 
in the name of Mr. HOOVER that he 





had resolutely declined to discuss 
pending legislation at all while he) 
was in Washington, and that he had | 
been entirely misrepresented by w hat | 
Mr. BRITTEN had said. That Con- | 
gressman, however, is not easily dis- | 
couraged. He was not, it will. be | 
remembered, when he was rebuffec | 
by the President for attempting to| 
take over the conduct of foreign | 
affairs by his invitation to Prime} 
Minister BALDWIN to designate sev- 
eral members of Parliament to meet 
an equal number of American Con- 
gressmen. Mr. BRITTEN then put up | 
a conscientious and constitutional 
defense of his action, but all that he | 
has to say now in regard to his cita- | 
tion of Mr. HOOvVER’s alleged yews, 
about the navy is that if he was not 
correct, he must ke ‘the poorest 
guesser in the world.” 

Representative BRITTEN may. con- 
tinue to guess, and so may every 
Yankee in Washington. But it is one 
thing to guess and another to blab. 
No doubt Mr. Hoover ran this kind 
of risk when he had interviews with 
all and sundry in Washington. Most 
of his callers, to be sure, went away 
with their secrets safely locked up 
in cold-storage bosoms. But it was 
inevitable that gossip should start 
and rumors be set going on all kinds 
of subjects about which Mr. HOOVER 
consented to talk, even if he stead- 
fastly refused to commit himself. 

Without any direct word from 
him, it became known that he had 
reconciled himself to an extra ses- 
sion of the new Congress, having 
given up hope that a satisfactory 
farm bill or tariff revision could be 
obtained before March 4. In a simi- 
lar way, the strong impression has 
got about that two or three Cabinet 
appointments have been decided 
upon by Mr. Hoover. But no one had 
ventured to quote him directly until 
the all-daring Representative BRIT- 
TEN told what he knew—or what he | 
had guessed. Then Mr. Hoover kad | 
to act. Perhaps he was not so much 
concerned about this one breach of 
confidence, or -‘misinterpretation, as 
about the danger that a lot of others 
might follow unless he intervened. 
Consequently, his repudiation of Mr. 
BRITTEN is tantamount to a warning 
to all other indiscreet gentlemen to 
““ guess me'no guesses.”

EIGHT YEARS OF THE BUDGET. 


-The address which President Coov- 
IDGE delivered last evening to: the 
“Business Organization of the 
United States Government” was, in 
effect, a long laudation of the suc- 
cess of the Federal Budget which 
first began to be applied in June, 
1921. Mr. CooLince puts on his 
colors broadly. The picture which 
he draws of. the Government fi- 
mances eight ycars ago is made

his services to the country. ‘There 
is no need to discount heavily the 
achievement. It has been a great 
one, both in fact and in motive and 
in. change of the public temper. 
Critics will say that the President 
goes. too far and claims too much. 
It cannot be said with entire accu- 
racy that the cutting down of Gov- 
ernment .expenditures from $5,000,- 
000,000 a year to $3,000,000,000 was 
wholly to the credit of the Federal 
Budget. Diminishing war expendi- 
tures, and necessary post-war out- 
lays, would have themselves led to 
a reduction. This has been many 
times pointed out in detail. More- 
over, the President himself admits 
that “in spite of all our efforts to 
“economy * * * the expenses of 
“the Federal Government during 
“the last year are showing a ten- 
“dency to increase.” Evidently, the 
Federal Budget, while it can do 
much, cannot do everything. 

Yet by its aid, and by the spirit 
of economy and saving which Mr. 
COOLIDGE has preached and prac- 
ticed during his term of office, a 
useful: and even impressive piece of 
governmental work has been done. 
The President speaks of it with an 
unaccustomed glow in his language. 
Here and there he becomes almost 
poetical in praise of thrift. Con- 
templating retrenchment here, the 
lowering of expenses there, the cut- 
ting down of appropriations, the re- 
duction of taxes, it seems as if the 
cockles of the Vermont heart of Mr. 
COOLIDGE were unusually warmed. 
In reviewing the economies and im- 
proved budgeting methods of the 
past eight years, he may seem like 
one not only putting on record what 
he himself has done, but issuing a 
warning to those who come after 
him. 

If they fall away from his stand- 
ard, they will have to reckon with 
public opinion. Unless they “ faith- 
fully resist” appeals for extrava- 
gance as firmly as Mr. COOLIDGE 
has done, they will find themselves 
in trouble, and so will the country. 
And should the political whirligig 
three or four years from now turn 
away from Mr. COOLIDGE’S successor 
in office there will not fail to be 
those who will point back to this 
final budget speech by Mr. COoLInGE, 
as indicating where one might be 
found who was able to say that “ we 
“are giving the people better ser- 
“vice than ever before,” and also 
that “the people gained confidence 
“in themselves because of increasing 
“confidence in their government.” 











POWER VS. BEAUTY. 


The brief filed on Saturday by the 
attorney for the Cumberland Hydro- 
electric Power Company in behalf 
|of the project to erect a dam above 
| the Cumberland Falls and divert 
| Sufficient water to operate a power 
plant again raises the question of 
the conservation of scenic beauty. 
The Cumberland Falls Preservation 
Association has opposed the project 
on the ground that it would mar the 
beauty of this famous spot in Ken- 
tucky. In support of the associa- 
tion are those persons who believe 
that the time has come to preserve 
unchanged for future generations all 
great scenic spots in the country. 


| In support of the power company 


are the many local interests which 
see in this development a promise 
of greater prosperity for the entire 
region. 

The plan calls for building a dam 
a half mile above the falls, and out 
(being around a bend). 


sufficient volume will be diverted 
through a tunnel which rejoins the 
river nearly a mile below the falls, 
also out of sight. It is the conten- 
tion of the opponents of the project 
that from 97 to 99 per cent of the 
normal flow of water will thus be 
diverted, with resultant destruction 
of the scenic value of the falls. The 
power company contends that only 
52.6 per cent of the waters will be 
diverted under normal conditions, 
and even less in times of flood. It 
points out, furthermore, that the 
power company agrees in no way to 
impair the beauty of the falls and 
the surrounding country by unsight- 
ly buildings, quarries, &c. 

The outsider will ask an answer 
to two questions: Will the amount of 
water diverted spoil the falls? If so, 
is there any reason why these falls, 
which are not in a Federal or State 
park, should be specially protected? 
The former can be answered only by 
engineers. The latter question pre- 
sents so many fine distinctions that 
to generalize is difficult. It is the 
opinion of moderate conservationists 
that within national parks no excep- 
tions should be made to the rule that 
the construction of power and diver- 
sion dams be prohibited. The object 
of the national parks is to preserve 
wilderness areas in their pristine 
beauty, and, in particular, to protect 
them from. the changes which usu- 
ally occur, when, selfish interests suc- 
ceed in exploiting them. The same 
rule applies’ in the case of State 
parks, with. the. possible exception 
that when a proposed dam site and 
power development will not.mar the 
beauty of. the scenery these may be 
permitted. 

For regions outside the parks 
there can’ be no hard and fast rule. 
Certainly, it cannot be contended 
that any power development project 
may ‘be held up because a group of 
persons believes that this would mar 
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the scenery, To admit such a gen- 


eral rile would:be to wee “all 
developments of ectric wo ks. 
But’ in’ behalf of the conservs 

ists is the. experience with Ni: 
Falls. ‘The same arguments advanced 
against the Cumberland project were 
put forward when the power com- 
panies invaded Niagara. No candid 
person can ‘pretend that the building 
of ugly power houses within sight of 
the falls has not seriously marred 
the natural beauty of this great won- 
der. If the people of Kentucky do 
not see fit to make the Cumberland 
Falls into a park and are convinced 
that the proposed development proj- 
ect will not injure the beauty of the 
spot, the rest of the country can 
hardly condemn Kentucky for wish- 
ing to obtain the benefits of the 
power development. 


THE GREEK LOAN, 


Opportunity for the United 
States to consummate an interna- 
tional undertaking that will be his- 
toric and is eminently practical as 
well as idealistic knocks at the door 
of the Senate. The House passed 
the Greek debt settlement bill early 
in December, and it awaits action 
by the Senate. It provides that the 
existing debt of $19,659,836, which 
includes both principal and interest, 
be funded over a period of sixty-two 
years and that an additional loan 
of $12,167,000 be made to assist in 
completing the establishment of 1,- 
500,000 refugees to whom Greece 
gave shelter after the Smyrna dis- 
aster, Except for early American 
help and later assistance from the 
League of Nations (which Dr. NAN- 
SEN had a great part in initiating) 
this sudden and mighty migration 
would have crushed the little land, 
to which, as DANIEL WEBSTER said, 
“we, like the rest of mankind, are 
debtors.” Relatively, it was as if 
30,000,000 were in a few weeks add- 
ed to our population. 

The existing debt was due to a 
war loan. An additional amount 
was promised to equal the loan of 
$48,236,629 by England, but that ob- 
ligation was considered to be ended 
by the turn of affairs which brought 
CONSTANTINE back to the throne. 
An amount less by $17,000,000 than 
the remaining promised credits for 
war purposes is now being urged 
both by President COOLIDGE and by 
Secretary MELLON for the repatria- 
tion of the refugees—though some 
of them are not of Greek stock 
and, so, the hospitality which the 
Greeks have shown them is not re- 
patriation but is such as the ancient 
Phaeaceans were accustomed to ac- 
cord to all strangers. 

Reports from Greece. state that 
while the agricultural portion has 
been largely settled, there is still a 
lack of cattle, implements and other 
accessories essential to self-support. 
Large numbers are still housed in 
temporary barracks in both city and 
country. The prompt granting of 
the proposed loan would enable the 
organization which has been built 
up by the commission, whose chair- 
man has been successively an Amer- 
ican (MORGENTHAU, HOWLAND: and 
Eppy), to complete its great work. 
Delay will not only protract the suf- 
fering but augment the cost. Greece 
has herself recently advanced an ad- 
ditional $5,000,000 in the hope that 
help may come from America to 
finish what we were so helpful in 
beginning. The need is urgent. The 
return is certain. To crown a colos- 
sal humanitarian enterprise with 
complete success the United States 
Senate has only to act. 











RATIOCINATIVE GENIUS. 


Governor ROOSEVELT, interested in 
many things and always interesting, 
seeks to turn to the advantage of 
the rural communities of this State 
a recommendation made by a sub- 
committee of the National Crime 
Commission, of which he is a mem- 
ber. Should there be a State bureau 
of highly trained expert detectives, 
ready at a moment’s notice from a 
sheriff to go to the scene of a crime 
whose perpetrator_is unknown and 
set all their skill at work to deter- 
mine, trace, find him? The Gover- 
nor asks the New York Crime Com- 
mission to study and report upon 
the proposal, which, with his usual 
concreteness, he makes definite by 
definite questions. 

Should the commission approve 
such a bureau and the Legislature 
establish it, the bucolic regions, 
already protected by our admirable 
State Constabulary, will have an 
additional sense of security. In 
time, criminals up-State will come 
to know that the: keen, relentless 
machinery of discovery has got the 
better of their cunning. It was not 
always so. The betting was on the 
quarry, not the hunter. We don’t 
grudge any blessing to our friends 
in the country, but one passage in 
the Governor’s letter to Chairman 
BAUMES of the Crime Commission 
stirs apprehension among - New 
Yorkers. He spoke highly, though 
none too highly, of the contempo- 
rary masters of detective science. He 
recites some of.their marvels. ‘They 
can read every fingerprint and foot- 
print and tireprint. Their faculties 
of ratiocination make Sherlock 
Holmes and Father Brown look like 
boneheads. Who. and. where -are 
these men? Unwilling to breed ill- 
feeling between country mouse and 
city mouse, the Governor is ‘careful 
not to say. But everybody in New 
York knows. They are the detec- 
tives who have made the New York 
police famous. Their work speaks 
for them, Here the homicide is 
swiftly and inexorably hunted down.

MAKING THIS STATE KNOWN. 


In petitioning the Governor and 
Legislature of this State for the 
establishment of a bureau of pub- 


.licity and information about New 


York, the committee in charge is 
thinking not at all of the city, which 
has its own means of advertising, 
but. of other towns and the rural 
districts. To promote the “ indus- 
“trial, agricultural and recreational 
“advantages” of the State is the 
purpose of the proposed bureau. At 
the present stage of discussion the 
practical details do not appear. We 
can feel fairly. sure that bathing 
beauties and other sensational and 
irrelevant schemes will be omitted 
from the program. They are being 
much used just now by many small 
cities throughout the country, along 
with various kinds of contests, to 
attract fleeting attention. But the 
New York Development Association, 
dignified and bent on permanent 
benefits, is willing to leave details 
to the staff of the bureau, once it is 
organized. 

An official source of information 
for persons or firms interested in 
setting up a business of any kind 
in the State is doubtless desirable. 
The data now found scattered in 
various offices would be more easily 
available if they were all on file in 
one place. Through a single inquiry, 
“ prospects” could learn about the 
kinds of labor at hand, transporta- 
tion rates and the costs of power, 
factory buildings and other neces- 
sities of the manufacturer. 

For the benefit of the rural popu- 
lation it is suggested that tourists 
should be brought into the State in 
great numbers and that they should 
help keep up the roads they use by 
paying a tax on gasoline. To some 
it may sound appalling to speak of 
a project that “will annually fill 
our State with motors and tourists.” 
Roads converging toward the me- 
tropolis were fairly well filled with 
motors last year. But the parks and 
recreational centres are the localities 
in mind, and they are not over- 
used. Within 400 miles of Syracuse 
is an urban population of more than 
twenty-seven millions. These city 
folk are to be told of the beauties 
of New York State, urged to make 
the trip by motor and treated hos- 
pitably by their hosts. The great 
majority are within one day’s auto- 
mobile travel to New York and none 
would be compelled to make more 
than one night’s stop on the way. 
By paying a small tax when they 
bought their gasoline, they would, it 
is thought, help to keep up the high- 
ways, increase the State income and 
permit the remission of part of the 
farmers’ taxes. 








THE EAST RIVER DRIVE. 


The East River Drive proposed by 
Borough President MILLER, while not 
new in conception, has so long been 
ignored that its revival in an attrac- 
tive and practical form should en- 
gage the attention of the city. The 
plan provides for the filling in of 
the land along the waterfront and 
building upon this and upon por- 
tions of existing land a wide boule- 
vard, to run from Corlear’s Hook to 
Fifty-fourth Street. This is at the 
same time to carry a large volume 
of the east side motor traffic and to 
afford a new real estate develop- 
ment which will make the river- 
front into one of the most desirable 
residential districts in the city. It is 
the opinion of Mr. MILLER’s advisers 
that the legal obstacles are not in- 
surmountable. According to his engi- 
neers, the cost of the project would 
be about $9,000,000, of which more 
than half would be borne by the 
landowners whose property is ex- 
pected to increase greatly in value. 

Why some such plan was not pro- 
vided in the original development of 
Manhattan remains a mystery. It is 
true that much of this waterfront 
was swampy and therefore uninvit- 
ing. But when the city began filling 
it in, its utility increased. The resi- 
dential preference of wealthy inhabi- 
tants was, however, for the Fifth 
Avenue district as the city began to 
grow. northward. The riverfronts 
were abandoned » commerce and 
ugliness. 

President MILLER’S scheme will 
require, in conformity with the orig- 
inal confirmation of titles, that pri- 
vate landowners along the. water- 
front undergo expenditures estimated 
at $5,000,000. For those whose tracts 
of waterfrontage are large the share 
will be small in proportion to the 
enhanced value of the property as 
a result of the improvement. To 
small landholders the: advantages 
may not seem so great. They may 
place obstacles in the way of the 
project. 

‘ Apart from the advantages of a 
new traffic artery, the social results 
of this plan are among its most in- 
teresting aspects. If a desirable 
waterfront is created, with high- 
class buildings, the entire neighbor- 
hood will undergo a transformation 
not unlike that which has occurred 
near Sutton Place, Beekman Place, 
Turtle Bay, and other recent devel- 
opments. Their popularity is not due 
so much to their being “ fashion- 





able” as to the fact that they have 
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made’ even more attractive: to live 
in along. the ‘waterfront than} else- 
where in the city. itis ‘not 
likely that the new Fast River Drive 
would completely and immediately 
change the riverfront, its advan- 
tages are so many that it is rea- 
sonable to expect real estate deyel- 
opment to keep pace with the 
construction of the boulevard. It is 
to be hoped that when the objec- 
tions to Mr. MILLER’s plan have been 
heard, they will not delay unduly a 
project for which the city has so 
long waited. 


WHEN DICTATORS SUCCEED. 


Ex-King AMANULLAH fell in love 
with Western civilization in the 
course of his European travels. But 
the principal incentive toward recon- 
structing Afghanistan overnight is 
said to have been supplied by the 
example of a fellow-Moslem, the re- 
doubtable KEMAL Pasha, As a vir- 
tuoso of revolution and dictatorship 
KEMAL towers head and shoulders 
above all other personal and party 
autocracies since the World War. 
The changes which he has wrought 
among his people make MUSSOLINI’S 
reforms mere surface-scratchings by 
comparison, and they reach further 
and deeper than the Bolshevist 
experiment. 

LENIN had to beat a retreat be- 
fore private ownership as affecting 
five-sixths of the Russian people, 
the peasants. The Communist war 
upon religion has éxperienced a sim- 
ilar fate. But KEMAL Pasha has de- 
stroyed the Caliphate, has violated 
the fundamental principles of the re- 
ligion of the Koran, has set himself 
to recast the habits of millenniums 
in the matter of sex and family rela- 
tions. The Communist dictatorship 
has been content to eject a few use- 
less vowels from the Russian alpha- 
bet, and has failed to impose the 
Western calendar on the majority 
of the people. But KEMAL blithely 
throws an entire Oriental alphabet 
into the Bosporus and sets a whole 
nation to learn the Latin characters. 
It is as remarkable a volte face as 
history can recall: an entire nation 
at the word of command gives up 
reading from right to left and begins 
to read from left to right. 

Many complex reasons, historical, 
social and personal, are necessary to 
explain why KEMAL has been able to 
have his own way so emphatically. 
But one factor, common to all post- 
war dictatorships, has been pecu- 
liarly to the fore in the case of Tur- 
key. It is the spirit of nationalism 
asserting itself against the foreigner. 
“In this task [cementing the Com- 
“munist régime] LENIN was incal- 
“culably aided by allied interven- 
“tion,” said Mrs. MCCORMICK in THE 
TIMES, and every well-informed per- 
son on Russia knows how true this 
is. The Fascist revolution was due, 
in no small measure, to the preva- 
lent sense of resentment in Italy at 
the behavior of Italy’s allies. KEMAL 
had more than foreign arrogance or 
foreign “intervention” to point to. 
A Greek army was marching into 
the heart of Anatolia, and Greek vic- 
tory would unquestionably have led 
to complete national dismember- 
ment. The thought of what KEMAL 
did to save his country unquestion- 
ably produces acquiescence in re- 
forms that by themselves offend or 
outrage large sections of popular 
sentiment. If Afghanistan had been 
invaded by a Russian or British 
army and saved by AMANULLAH, the 
Shinwari mollahs would have sub- 
mitted to the Ameer’s Western mo- 
tor cars and Queen SOURJAH’S de- 
colleté evening gowns.

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A Delayed Anniversary. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Many newspapers have stated that the 
thirtieth anniversary of the first publication 
of ‘‘The Man With the Hoe’’ will be cele- 
brated in New York at the end of February, 
when special honors will be given to its 
author, 

It is well to honor Edwin Markham at any 
time, but the thirtieth anniversary of the 
first publication of ‘‘The Man With the Hoe’’ 
has come and gone. It-occurred on Jan. 15, 
as I happen to know, for I was the first to 
put it into print. 

On Jan. 8, 1899, Markham read the poem 
to me at my home near San Rafael, Cal., 
and on the following Sunday it was published 
in large type on my literary pase in a San 
Francisco weekly along with a fervid and 
perhaps rather fulsome appreciation written 
by myself... Then it went out to the.world 
and was reprinted in many newspapers be- 
fore the end of February.

|are 40,000 welfare workers in New 
| York City. That is a large-sized 
| Standing army. It constitutes in the 


strict sense of the word a bureau- 
cracy, and a bureaucracy under pri- 
vate rather than public control.’ Most 
of these welfare workers doubtless 
serve some good purpose in a civili- 
zation which produces so many cases 
like the Hundred Neediest Cases, 
which you report at Christmas time. 
Some of these welfare workers. in 
one guise or.another might be useful 
in any conceivable form of civiliza- 
tion. Nevertheless, it is fair to ask 
certain questions. 

For instance, are you and others 
sure that this private charity bureau- 
cracy is not overstaffed even under 
‘existing conditions? Does the Wel- 
fare Council or anybody else try to 
find out how many of these charity 
agents we could dispense with by 


‘| even a little larger instalment of jus- 


tice to the poor? In the terms of a 
familiar illustration: How many am- 
bulances at the foot of the cliff of 
economic injustice could we dispense 
with if we built a better fence at the 
top? Suppose we have social insur- 
ance, not just a meager pittance of 
old-age assistance, which seems to be 
slowly on its way, but a well-thought- 
out scheme covering unemployment, 
sickness and old age, would we need 
to call Algonquin 7100 so often or 
boast that we have 40,000 welfare 
workers? 

My last question is the most im- 
portant of all. How much are our 
welfare workers doing to try to make 
their jobs unnecessary? Isn’t that a 
fair test of their social usefulness? 
In years of close contact with these 
matters I have seen little evidence of 
any leadership on the part of @- 
called welfare workers as a class. in‘ 
this same matter of social insuranice/ 
to which I have referred. I have seen 
very little leadership, either, in the 
kindred matter of providing decent 
housing in New York City. To be 
sure, certain sections of social work- 


‘| ers rejoiced with pathetic joy in the 


passage of a housing act which at 
the time of its enactment was ob- 
viously inadequate to the situation 
and under which not one limited divi- 
dend company for the reclamation of 
our slums has been formed. 

It is this sort -of thing which 
arouses so much suspicion, doubtless 
partly unjust, that at their worst 
some of our 40,000 welfare workers 
are glorified parasites and that more 
of them at their best are only glori- 
fied almoners for a business commu- 
nity which finds it cheaper and more 
satisfactory to give charity than to 
do justice or to establish those eco- 
nomic: relations in which charity be- 
comes lesg necessary. Yet it is this 
service of justice which is the ulti- 
mate test of any welfare work. For- 
tunately, we all know fine spirits in

Central Bureau Needed. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

May I stress two points which are 
implied in THe Trves editorial ‘“‘A 
Phone Call for Aid’’ but which may 
not be sufficiently clear to the casual 
reader? 

One of the most important things 
indicated by our recent study of 
where people turn for help, a central 
welfare information bureau, has been 
the subject of much thought and dis- 
cussion among the agencies. consti- 
tuting the Welfare Council. The de- 
tailed plan’ for such a bureau has 
been developed and approved, by all 
concerned. The carrying out of this 
plan is dependent only on the avail- 
ability of the necessary funds. 

The Welfare Council is not now 
able to operate a fully equipped. cen- 
tral information bureau to which any 
individual may turn for information 
about how to secure-help. To carry 
on such a bureau of information re- 
quires ‘the collection and tabulation 
of accurate and comprehensive data 
on the work of all the health and 
welfare societies of the city. Such 
information must be constantly 
checked and rechecked in order to 
keep it up to date. There must be 
well-trained people to give out such 
information in gesponse to inquiries. 
In. general, we estimate that $15,000 
is necessary to establish an adequde 
service of this kind,-and we are hope- 
ful that some generous giver or giv- 
ers will make it possible for the coun- 
cil to provide this indispensable ser- 
vice. However, it is true that, pend- 
ing the establishment of such a bu- 
reau, the Welfare Council has on its | 
staff an efficient: information secre- 
tary, Mrs. Edith Shatto King, who 
will undertake so far as her limited 
staff and facilities permit to connect 
people with the welfare . societies 
which can serve them. 

The second point which I should 
like to emphasize is that there are at 
present a large number of well- 
equipped specialized services that 
give information to the public on cer-

New Head Says County Society 
‘Is Keenly Alive to Economic 
- Changes Affecting Doctors. 


SEES REGULATION NEEDED 


Stetten Promises Further In- 
quiry Into the Problems of 
“Socialized Medicine.” 


Dr. 


Replying to criticisms of the New 
York County Medical Society as a 
“do nothing’’ organization, Dr. De- 
Witt Stetten, newly elected president 
of the society, declared last night in 
his inaugural address at the Acad- 
emy of Medicine that the society is 
keenly aware of the great changes 
which the physician’s economic status 
is now undergoing and is eager to 
protect them as far as lies in ‘its 
power. 

As the administration candidate, 
Dr. Stetten was victorious at the last 
election over a ticket named by the 
‘Physicians’ Progressive League,’’ 
which had been active in charging 
that ‘‘socialized medicine’ as exem- 
plified by free clinics, health demon- 
stration centres, medical centres, 
workmen’s compensation insurance 
and other modern developments was 
operating against the welfare of in- 
dividual physicians. 


Sees Some Erfors. 


Admitting that “it is" quite true 
that some of these new movements 
may be pernicious’’ and ‘‘that many 
fall into grievous errors,’’ Dr. Stetten 
declared that the argument of the 
so-called progressives if carried to a 
logical conclusion’ would demand the 
abolition of preventive medicine and 
research in order to provide more 
business for the doctors. 

“Some of these movements have 
undoubtedly made mistakes, and re- 
quire regulation and adjustment,”’ 
declared Dr. Stetten. ‘‘This_ will 
come with time and study.’’ 

Faulty though these new develop- 
ments may be in practice, they have 
a tendency to educate the public and 
encourage the demand for medical 
attention, with resultant benefits to 
the entire profession, Dr. Stetten de- 
clared. He pointed to the periodic 
health examination program of the 
Life Extension Institute as one which 
his own experience has shown 
brought him considerable practice. 

To meet the economic situation Dr. 
Stetten recommended that the Coun- 
ty Society henceforth ‘‘concern itself 
primarily with the problems of public 
health and with the economic and 
civic aspects of the practice of med- 
icine,’ leaving scientific work large- 
ly to the New York Academy of Med- 
icine. 


To Sift “Socialized Medicine.”’ 


Futher investigation of the prob- 
lems resulting from the so-called 
“socialized medicine’ was promised 
by Dr. Stetten, who announced that 
he had appointed the members of 
the committee which will carry on 
these investigations without regard 
to faction. His friends pointed to 
the appointment of Dr. Morris Re 
senthal to the Special Committee on 
Economics, charged with the inves- 
tigation of fee-splitting, as an ex- 
ample of Dr. Stetten’s recognition of 
the defeated ‘‘progressive’’ faction. 

To direct the various investigations 
and coordinate the work of the va- 
rious committees, Dr. Stetten an- 
nounced that a new office, that of 
director of activities, has been cre- 
ated. Dr. Daniel S. Dougherty, sec- 
retary of the society, had been ap- 
pointed to it. 

Establishment of a Loan and Re- 
lief Fund was also announced by Dr. 
Stetten, who declared that a number 
of large pledges had already been 
made for it. The fund is intended to 
aid youthful beginners who are hav- 
ing difficulty in establishing them- 
selves and older practitioners who 
because of ill-health or ill-luck are 
in financial difficulties. 

Under his administration, the Coun- 
ty Medical. Society will work ener- 
getically for the enforcement of the 
new Medical Practices act, Dr. Stet- 
ten declared. The complete suppres- 
sion of the practice of medicine by 
‘tthe chiropractor and other illegal 
practitioners’ and the revocation of 
the licenses of ‘‘advertising quacks” 
will be sought, he said. 

Declaring that the society is now 
on a firmer financial basis than be- 
fore, Dr. Stetten recommended that 
it purchase Medical Week and make 
it the official organ of the ect gs 
Eagerness to cooperate with 
private practitioner was expressed a 
Dr. hirley W. Wynne, Health 
Commissioner. He warned his audi- 
ence, however, that unless private 
practitioners furnished the preven- 
tive service to the public it has a 
right to expect in the, light of mod- 
ern discoveries that y would. have 
only themselves to blame.if the State 
stepped in. Dr. Matthias Nicoll Jr., 
State Commissioner of Health, also 
pleaded for friendly cooperation be- 
tween public health officfals and pri- 
vate practitioners,

SAYS DEAL MUST BE CLEAN 


Wallstein Attacks « Petition and 
Holds It Means a $1,000,000 
Profit to Some One. 


The statement that the payment of 
$500,000 to be made .to the J. G. 
White Management Company under 
the térms,of the contract~ between 
the Equitable Coach Company and 
the B.M. T. providing; for merger 
of Brooklyn and. Queens bus routes 
with surface car lines ‘looked sus- 
piciously. like ‘a. slush fund,” was 
made yesterday in a public hearing 
before: the Committee of: the Whole 
of the Board of Estimate. 

It was made by Cornelius F. Shee- 
han, a Deputy Commissioner of 
Water Supply, Gas and’ Electricity in 
the Hylan Administtation, in the 
course of his protest against grant- 
ing the Equitable’s petition to amend 
its original franchise in such man- 
ner as to make possible the merger 
with the B. M. T. It drew from 
Mayor Walker the flat statement 
that the petition would“be “‘thrown 
out the window” if it could be 
shown that any one was making ‘a 
penny of profit from the transac- 
tion. : 

The $500,000 total includes an item 
of $125,000 for a preliminary traffic 
survey and engineering-report by the 
White organization, another of $166,- 
666.66 for services under a manage- 
ment contract, and a third, for $208,- 
$33.34, representing balance’ due the 
company under a'cancellation clause 
in the same management contract. 


Meeting Is Adjourned. 


Mr. Sheechan’s intimation of irregu- 
larity in the bus situation was the 
highlight of the hearing, which lasted 
more than three hours and-was ad- 
journed to Monday. Sifhout action 
being taken. Phe Equitable and the 
B. M. T., through counsel, defended 
the petition for amendment’ of the 
bus chise and the merger con- 
tract, whose consummation depended 
upon = its oe by the Board of 
Estimate. The application was vig- 
crously contested by Leonard M: 
Wallstein, acting for; the Citizens 
Union, and by ‘several others. 

Mr. Sheehan’s insinuation came 
when he began to discuss the status 
of the ee corporation, 
which undertook to organize and o 
erate a bus system for the Equitable 
i its franchise granted in July. 

“There is a a, dee ge of $500,000 to 
be made to the J. G. White Manage- 
ment Company,’’ he said, ‘‘and it 
looks suspiciously like a slush fund 
to me. I can’t prove it, but I know 
that there has..been a go-between.”’ 

Iielf rising’ in his chair, Mayor 
Walker told My. Sheehan that the 
hearing was no place for loose talk 
or insinuations. 


Promises to Give Proof. 


“Well, we’ve been looking into this 
matter,” Mr. Sheehan declared, ‘‘and 
we know who the man is. I don’t} 
think; Mr. Mayor, that you would 
like to have me tell his name.”’ 

“Stop that!’’ the Mayor command- 
ed. “This is my fault, perhaps, be- 
cause I have adopted a.policy of free- 
dom of utterance at these hearings, 
and have perhaps been too tolerant 
of such statements in the past. If 
there is anything wrong with any 
member: of this. board or.with the 
board: itself. there is a proper thing 
to do'and a proper place to.go. I 
want .to say riight now to those who 
are in the habit of coming here. to 
scandalize the city that this sort’ of 
thing will not be allowed to go on, 
and persons making. such:<statements 
must be. prepared to go through with 
them.” 

“T’ll_ prove it at the proper time,”’ 
Sheehan retorted. 

“Tf there is shown to be one penny, 
of slush fund in’ this application,”’ 
Mayor Walker said, plainly striving. 
to retain his composure, “it will be 
thrown out,of: here faster than it 
ever came in.: If you have one scin- 
tila of evidence we will throw the 
-pplication out the window. But this 
is not the place for-a. stump speech. 
You know very well that this appli- 
cant must demonstrate to the Tran- 
sit Commission that the $500,000 rep- 
resents actual expenditure.”’ 

Mayor Walker didnot press Shee- 
han-to name the ‘‘go-between.”’ All 
that ;Sheehan would say afterward 
was that the man was /‘‘a lawyer- 
er a not prominent, but ‘power- 
ful.’’

Defends the Plan. 


Defending the Equitable against the 
charge that it had ‘‘fooled around”’ 
for eighteen months without placing 
buses in operation, Mr. Mooney. de- 
clared that the lawsuits and Transit 
Commission hearings to which the 
company was subjected had caused 
the delay. 

‘‘We’ve been on the job every hour 
and day of the week,’’ he declared. 
“Every hour of delay caused by op- 


position has been an obstacle in the 
path of.the desire of the public,! as’ 
voiced by this board, to have buses 
on the street.’’ 

Mr. Mooney then discussed the 
benefits of terminable.'permits. He 
was interrupted by Mayor Walker, 
who. marred to: know’ whether the 
Bi M.,T.,*as part of the bus merger, 
would’ be willing to surrender its 
perpetual franchises on surface lines 
and take terminable permits instead. 
“The existing street car franchises 
will remain as they are at present,” 
Mr. Mooney replied. 

Later Mr. Williams, special counse! 
for the B. M. T., told the Mayor 
that the company would meet the 
city. ‘‘half way’’ in this matter and 
would be willing to exchange its‘ per- 
petual trolley franchise for termi- 
nable permits if a ‘‘fair deal’? could 
be made with the.city. It was the 
desire of the B..M. T., he’said, to 
consolidate the entire surface trans- 
portation system’ in Brooklyn and 
Queens and negotiations to that end 
were in progress with the Brooklyn 
City Railroad, with strong prospects 
of successful termination. 
Questioned by Mayor Walker, the 
Equitable’s counsel declared that the 
agreement with the;B. M. T. had 
keen» made because of the, fact that 
a judicial review of ‘the proceedings 
before the Transit Commission, as 
threatened by the traction company, 
would delay bus operation for per- 
haps three more years. 


Denies Walistein Charge. 


Mr. Wallstéin’s assertion that 
there was a profit of more than a 
million dollars for:some one in the 
merger deal and that the people of 
New. York would have to pa for the 
consolidation was described by Mr. 
Mooney as “ridiculous twaddle.’’ The 


Equitable was not a ‘broker in 
franchises,’’ Mr. Mooney insisted, 

“This board will not countenance 
the payment of a single‘dollar' to any 
one as a broker," Mayor Walker 'in- 
terjected. “‘This board says so as a 
group of public servants with no 
political expediency in mind. This 
deal must be so clean that no one 
will get a five-cent® piece out of it 
except those who actually rendered 
service.’? -.. 

There will be another hearing on 
the Equitable proposal on Thursday, 
when the matter of allowing it an- 
other 180 days in which to prove: its 
financial ability before the Transit 
Commission comes before the Board 
of Estimate. The présent extension 
expires on that day and Mr. Wall- 
stein is expected to urge that no: re- 
newal be granted, or that not more 
than thirty days be allowed. He 
pointed out to Mayor Walker yester- 
day that, to allow another 180 day 
extension would mean that the Board 
of Estimate could not award’a bus 
franchise to any one else within that 
period, should it decide to turn down 
the Equitable petition.

Announcing that he had decided -to 
abandon temporarily his proposal for 
an ‘‘anti-jaywalking’’. ordinance, Po- 
lice Commissioner Whalen said yes- 
terday-that the nocturnal rules. for 
the regulation:of pedestrian and ve- 
hicular traffic in the theatre zone 
soon might be adopted for the mati- 
nee crowds, too. a. 

‘So many complaints are coming, in 
abeut egngestion in the theatre zone 
on matinee days,’’ said Mr. Whalen, 
“that it looks as though | we would 
have to take action to correct the 
situation.’’ ~ 

The Commissioner was to have con- 
ferred ‘with: Chief City Magistrate 
McAdoo yesterday regarding a bill to 
control pedestrian traffic, which the 
latter had promised to draw up for 
submission to the Municipal Assem- 
bly. Fearing long delays in its pas- 
sage, however, Mr.. McAdoo and Mr. 
Whalen have decided to drop the 
project for the present:and rely upon 
police regulation instead. i 
The Commissioner will confer ;with 
Mr loo today about the type of 
rex as that will be laid down 
and the locations where more 
stringent control is needed. Mr. 
Whalen revealed in his conversation 
that one of the first crossings that 
will receive his attention is at Fourth 
Avenue and Twenty-third Street. 


Tests Garment Zone Rule. 


The Commissioner’s experiment in 
pedestrian control outside the thea- 
tre.zone was put to a test yesterday 
afternoon when more ‘than fifty 
policemen triéd with only moderate 
success to enforce his one-way side- 
walk rule in Seventh Avenue 
between Thirty-sixth and Thirty- 
eighth Streets and at the same time 
prevent the noontime crowds of gar- 
ment workers from loitering in front 
of their shops. : 

The original number of policemen 
assigned to enforce the order was 
nine. Yesterday, however, there 
were fifty patrolmen under Deputy 
Inspector Edward Lennon, Captain 
Thomas Walsh of the West Thirticth 
Street Station and‘four sergeants. 
They were handling the situation 
satisfactorily when photographers 
appeared at Thirty-sixth Street and 
attracted a crowd which refused to 
move. It tock fifteen minutes to re- 
store conditions to normal. 

Meanwhile, the Pedestrians’ Safety 
League of New York State; through 
its secretary, A. J. Engelman, sent 
a letter to Joseph V. McKee, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen, pro- 
testing against the passage of. the 
jaywalking law which Mr. Whalen 
and Mr. McAdoo have been discuss- 


ing. ; 
Beciaitay that the present. ordin- 
ances give the. police ‘‘sufficient 
power to contro] pedestrian traffic,” 
Mr. Engelman ‘asserted that the 
courts have: held that a-<pedestrian 
has ‘‘the legal and inherent right of 
the highways, while the motorist en- 


voked.’’ 

Mr. Engelman, who opposed a 
similar bill when it was proposed in 
October, 1924, insisted that the pass- 
ing of a law against jaywalking 
would not prevent it and. said that 
‘‘subjecting the people of the city to 
arrest if: they do jaywalk jis tres- 
passing upon tke civil liberties of the 
inhabitants.’’ Enforcement of such 
a law would cost taxpayers between 
10. and $15,000,000 a year, he 
said. 


Theatre Rules in Second: Week.

-Failure. to pass the civil» service 
cxamination of June 5, 1927, made it 
necessary for the administrator to 
take this action.

The typed announcement which the 
Administrator handed to newspaper 
men, read: oa : 

“In conformity with civil service 
regulations I am allowing some forty 
prohibition agents whose‘records are 
clear’and who did ‘not pass the civil 
service examinations to resign from 
the Bureau of Prohibition, effective 
at the close of business on Jan. 31. 

“In justice to these mén, some of 
whom have been in the service for a 
long time, I feel that they ought to 
be given the opportunity to. resign 
with :no stigma against: them rather 
than be dropped from the rolls. 

‘““However, those agents who'do not 
avail themselves of this opportunity 
to resign will of necessity be dropped 
from the rolls on the last day of 
this month. . ' 

‘‘New appointments from the civil 
service, registers have been made to 
fill these vacancies.”’ 

Asked if there was a shortage of 
available men. Major Campbell said 
he had 'a waiting list of several hun- 
dred. His force of agents. for the 
New York district numb¢rs about 
200. This means that only about 20 
per cent. of his men failed: in the 
1927 examinations. This showed, he 
said, a higher percentage of agents 
who passed the examinations in his 
district than could .be shown in any 
other prohibition district in .the 
country, according to his ‘informa- 
tion. ‘ 

‘When, Major Campbell refused. to 
make public the names of those 
agents who are to be dropped-if they 
do not: resign: before Thursday eve- 
ning,- he was asked if he did not 
think it possible that at least one 
among them might, continue to let 
himself be known as a prohibition 
agent if his name were not pub- 
lished. Although he shook his head 
negatively, the Administrator said 
he might make public the listrafter 
the end of the month.

Special Federal Prosecutor Says 
Case Is Biggest of Kind Here ‘in: 
More Than 25 Years. — 


Pleasiof not guilty were entered 
yesterday before Federal Judge God- 
dard by eighty-seven of.the ninety- 
one defendants named in an indict- 
ment charging violation of the Sher- 
man law in the creation and opera- 
tion of: a poultry trust. Four" de- 
fendants did not appear and bench 
warrants were issued for their ar- 
rest. Two of these were Joe Gold- 
man and Simon Lepoff. The other 
two, -whose' surnames were not 
known, were. called Irving and 
Philip Doe. 3 

Of the ninety-one defendants. three 
are associations, the Greater New 
York Live Poultry Chamber of Com- 


merce, Local 157 of the international 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, Chauf- 
feurs,; Stablemen.. and. Helpers, 
and the Official Orthodox, Poultry 
Slaughterers of America. The first 
two of these are unincorporated, and 
counsel for the Chamber of Com- 
merce argued that as the chamber 
had no legal existence no: criminal 
charge could be made against it. 

Tsrael B.‘Oseas, who is associated 
with Walter L. Rice as special as- 
sistant to the Attorney General, told 
the court that a recent decision .of 
the United States Supreme Court 
held that a ee unincorporated 
association might be treated as, a 
legal entity. “He said that the point 
had been decided in favor of the 
government: in the samé proceeding 
by Judge Winslow.. Mr. Oseas said 
that. if the chamber persisted in re- 
fusing to plead, he ‘would move for 
a wrk to sequester the property of 
.the chamber to’ guarantee ‘the; pay- 
‘ment of any fine imposed’ by the 
court. <A plea of not guilty was then 
entered in behalf of the’ chamber. 

The bail in which the’ defendants 
are held aggregates $244,500.. Mr. 
Rice said that more -than 400, 'wit- 
nésses ‘were examined before ‘the 
grand jury in the seven months 
prior to December. and that 150 more 
were quéstionéd in December and up 
to the filing of the indictment on 
Jan. 17. He said it was the largest 
conspiracy case in the Federal court 
in this district fer more than. twenty- 
five years. He thought the trial 
would begin in about weeks and 
would last about eight. weeks. 

Mr. Oseas said that: the. govern- 
ment now kas two pen A conspi- 
racy cases before the Federal courts, 
‘one in the form, of an information 
against seventy defendants, : filed 
Aug. 20 last; and the present indict- 
‘ment, in which ninety-one defendants 
are named. Most of the defendants 
named ‘in :the- information are. in- 
cluded in the indictment. . -y 

“The indictment,” Mr.: Oseas ex- 
plained, “charges a ° monopoly 
throughout the live poultry trade ag- 
grega ing more than $50,000,000 a 
year. ’ alleges that the .Chamber 
of Commerce, an organization of 
wholesale poultry dealers in Greater 
New York, has employed persons 
known to the trade as gangsters to 
perpetuate. the monopoly and. main- 
tain prices. The methods alleged in 
‘the indictment, include allotment. of 
retail dealers, spying upon them, 
levying tribute and other. unlawfu) 
acts, such as: the cutting of tires of 
recalcitrakt dealers,: placing bombs,

BULLARD NAMED ON BOARD 


. General Electric and Westinghouse 
Companies Control! Corporation, 
. Mice..President Says,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Repre- 
sentatives. of the General Electric 
Company... and . the. Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Com- 
pany sitting on the board of direc- 
tors of the Radio Corporation of 

“America ‘fare the influential voices 
in .control of the policy. of. the latter 
corporation,’ Colonel Manton Davis, 
vice president and general counsel 
of that corporation, testified today 
at the radio hearing before the 
House Merchant Marine Committee, 
under questioning by Representative 
Davis of Tennessee. 

Colonel Davis was questioned by 
members of the committee, princi- 
pally by Mr. Davis, on his statement 
to the committee Saturday in which 
he condemned the Radio Commission 
for having allocated forty short wave 
channels. to the Universal Wireless 
Communications Company for trans- 
continental communication. 

Answering the committee’s ques- 
tions, Mr. Davis went back to the 
formation of the Radio Corporation 
of America at the conclusion of the 
World War. He stated that on’ Aug. 
23,. 1928, the General Electric Com- 
pany owned 248,106 shares of Radio 
Corporation common stock and 27,- 
080 shares of preferred. The West- 
inghouse Electric and Manufacturing 
‘Company on the same date owned 
27,760 shares of common and 50,000 
shares of preferred stock of the cor- 
poration. 

Colonel Davis testified there are 
now some 18,000 stockholders of the 
Radio Corporation, and that large 
blocks of stock are held by brokerage 
houses for customers not known to 
the corporation. 


New Issue Is to Buy Victor Company. 


Necessary corporate changes by the 
Radio Corporation in taking over the 
Victor Company have not been made, 
Colonel Davis said. He said the 
néw common shares which are now 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
are for the purpose of acquiring the 
Victor company. He told the com- 


mittee that some of the old shares 
of the Marconi Company of America, 
which the Radio Corporation tonk 
over, have not yet been exchanged 
for Radio Corporation stock. 

Representative Davis, during. an 
all-day examination of Colonel Davis, 
went into almost every phase of the 
activities of the Radio Corporation, 
basing his questions on the report 
of the ada Trade Commission 
made in 192i 

Colonel Davis, discussing various 
accounts of the beginning of the 
coseretee. stated that it had its 

begins at the suggestion of offi- 

s of the Navy Department, who, 

at the close of the World. War, 
thought that British interests would 
get control 6f all radio communica- 
tion and urged the formation of a 
purely American-owned and operated 
radio corporation, 


Government Encouraged Corporation. 


This idea, said Colonel Davis, was 
held by Rear Admiral W. H. G. Bul- 
lard, then head of the communica- 
tions service of the navy and later 
chairman of the Radio Commission. 
When the ‘organization of the com- 
pany was actually under way, Colonel 
Davis said, Admiral Bullard was ap- 
pointed by President Wilson to sit 


as a member of the board when its 
policies were being formed. 

Neither the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company nor the 
United Fruit Company now owns any 
common or preterred ,shares.of the 
Radio Corporation, said a 
Davis. The corporation has paid a 
7 per cent dividend on its preferred 
stock, but has never paid anything 
on its common stock, he declared. 

Colonel Davis described the com- 
bination recently completed in Great 
Britain of radio and cable companies, 
forming a monopoly. The only way 
the United States can be efficiently 
supplied with transoceanic radio ser- 
vice is through a hae grt oly, he testi- 
fied. He emphasized that radio cir- 
cuits. are not owned by the same 
companies here and abroad. Colonel 
Davis. “said ‘the Radio Corporation 
now has agreements with thirty na- 
tions for radio service. 

He refused the request of Repre- 
sentative Davis to file all of the con- 
tracts ,with these countries, on the 
ground that publication of similar 
contracts by the Federal Trade .Com- 
mission has  eaplitased against the 
corporation. presentati e Davis 
did not press the point.

INDICTED, LINKED 
10. BOND FENCE RING 


Tuttle to Bring Womiih and 3 
-Men‘Here From Pittsburgh . 
for ‘Trial as Plotters. 


IMPLICATED BY PRISONER 


One Suspect _Convicted..in Labor 
Bank Failure—Gang’s Loot. ~ 
Put. at $10,000,000. 


Through the indictment by the 
Federal grand jury last Friday of a 
woman and three men on tiie testi- 
mony of Romeo Forlini, a prisoner 
from the Federal penitentiary at At- 
lanta, United States Attorney Tuttle, 
it is understood, hopes to uncover 
the identity of a group which in the 
last ten years acted as the ‘‘clearing 
house’’ for $10,000,009 in Government 
bonds: and other securities stolen 
from banks throughout the country 
by hold-up men and cracksmen, 

Two of those indicted, Charles E. 
Knapp, an ex-convict, and his wife, 
Irma, were arrested last night in 
Pittsburgh by Federal Mershals, un- 
der the direction of Assistant United 


States District Attorney Thomas J. 
Todarelli. of Mr. Tuttle’s staff, who 
had gone to Pittsburgh na Saturday 
with bench warrants. mosere 
were lodged in the Aaiugitany County 
jail for arraignment. before a Fed- 
eral Commissioner this morning. 

The remaining two men named in 
the indictment were expected to be 
taken into custody in Pittsburgh in 
the next twenty-four hours. All the 
prisoners, it was understood, then 
would.be brought here to face the in- 
dictment, 


Said.to Have Offered Stolen Bonds. 


The indictment, it was. said, was 
based on the alleged attempt of 
Knapp and Forlini in 1925. to sell for 
$800,000 to the brokerage firm of 


Brown, Harris & Denman in Hamil- 
ton, Ont., $1,250,000 in Liberty bonds 
which had been obtained by gunmen 
two years before in the hold-up of 2 
bank at Centreville, Mo. It was the 
contention of the local government 
authorities that the plot was hatched 
in this city and that Forlini was 
approached on the matter by Knapp 
before they started for Hamilton with 
the bonds. 

Forlini was arrested in Buffalo, af- 
ter his return to that city from Ham- 
ilton, when the brokers became sus- 
picious, notified the Federal authori- 
ties in ‘Washington and learned that 
the numbers for the bonds corre- 

sponded with those stolen from the 

issouri bank. He was brought to 
this city, where Secret Service agents 
uncovered other securities and coun- 
terfeit Italian bonds in a safe deposit 
box in a‘midtown bank, but the local 
authorities were unable to proceed 
with the case against him in con- 
nection with the Centreville’ bank 
Liberty bonds. 

He.was indicted, however, for pos- 
sessing ‘the other stolen securities 
found in the safe deposit box, found 
guilty and senter:ced to seven years 
in Atlanta in September, 1925. 


Tuttle Gets “Tip” from Pittsburgh. 


Three weeks ago Prosecutor Tut- 
tle had the man brought here from 
Atlanta-.and lodged in the ‘Tombs, 


where he has been kept incommuni- 
cado. Mr. Tuttle’s move followed the 
receipt of information from a repre- 
sentative of The Pittsburgh Post 
Gazette that Forlini, who in the five 
years preceding his conviction had 
been “inyolved in many thefts of 
securities in the financial. district, 
was.in position to: reveal the identity 
of the organized gang which had 
keen disposing of the bonds and se- 
curities ‘obtained * by .gunmen and 
burglars in robberies throughout the 
country 

At Forlini’s trial. witnesses from 
twelve Western banks had identified 
securities found in Forlini’s safe de- 
posit box as loot from hold-ups and 
burglaries in their institutions. For- 
lini’s heavy sentence,- he was told 
by Judge Atwell.at the time, was 
due to his failure to make good his 
promise to reveal tHe identity of 
those behind the ‘‘clearing house’’ in 
this city for the $10,000,000 in loot 
in the country-wide bank robberies. 

Forlini, on his arrival in this city 
from Atlanta refused at first to talk, 
but under questioning by Mr. Toda- 
relli, was alleged to have mentioned 
Knapp and three:others in connec- 


‘tion with the attempt to dispose of 
‘| the $1,250,000 in bonds belonging to 


the Centreville bank. He also was 
alleged to have told the prosecutor 
that Frank Guimaris of Pittsburgh 
could corroborate his story. 


Guimaris, it was understood, se- 


.|eretly was brought to this city on a 


subpoena by two Federal marshals, 
and with his appearance Mr. Toda- 
~elli went before the grand jury with 
the case. Both Forlini and Guimaris | 
spent some time in the grand jury} 
room before the indictment was 
handed up. 

Knapp, was found to have been 
sentenced in October, 1927, to from 
eighteen months to three years ‘in 
the Western Penitentiary in Penn- 
sylvania in connection with the’ fail- 
ure of the Brotherhood Savings 
Bank and Trust Company, a Pitts- 
burgh labor bank. He was found 
guilty of conspiring to conceal $320,- 
000, which was alleged had been 
given to him by an officer of the 
defunct bank to purchase $640,000 in 
Liberty bonds. Edward A. Goodfel- 
low also was sent to. prison for’ a 
year. for criminally receiving the 
money from Knapp, after detectives 
had uncovered the $320,000 in glass 
jars in the yard of -Goodfellow’s 
home in: Perrysville, Pa. 

It was’ understood that on the re- 
turn of Mr. Todarelli from Pitts- 
burgh in the next few days' he and 
Mr. Tuttle would hold a conference 
with a view to going again before 
the grand jury in an endeavor .to 
obtain indictments against . others 
suspected of having been involved 
in the ‘“‘clearinz. house’”’ for stolen 
securities. Forlini, it was said, had 
not completed his story when the 
indictments naming the Knupps and 
two others were returned ‘last Fri- 
day, and it was believed, that: he. 
would not be sent. back to Atlanta 
until every possible fragment. of evi- 
dence has been presented to the 
grand jurors, with the object of put- 
ting an end to such poneparAactns for 
all “time.

Stock trading continues to hold the 
exact centre of the Wall Street stage 


to the’ practical”éxclusion of all other | 
'yolatile stocks were’ watched with 


markets. Despite the considerable 


amount of irregularity evident yes-. 


terday, a8 it has been in preceding 
markets, there were still sufficient 
violent upturns in this and that stock 
to keep those engaged in ‘such a hec- 
tic. adventure ‘on’ tiptoe of excite- 
ment. It could not be said that mar- 
ket conditions had changed at all 
over the, Sunday holiday. Neverthe- 
less, trading started off with such a 
rush yesterday morning as to give 
the impression that all the market 
difficulties and apprehensions had 
suddenly vanished. No less than fif- 
teen leading stocks were turned over 
in blocks of from 5,000 to 20,000 
shares on their initial transactions. 
Price changes, however, on these 
openings,. with one or. twovexceptions, 
were trivial ones. 

For the balance of the day the mar- 
ket churned about in decidedly aim- 
less fashion and at the close of the 
day the minus signs in the stock 
table were just about as numerous as 
were the plus signs. As a matter of 
fact, the average of fifty stocks as 
compiled by.THe New York Times 
reflected.a fractional decline at the 
close. In other words, it is apparent 
that the market as a whole is work- 
ing away with might and main on a 
treadmill, which gives it the illusion 
of speed without actually getting 
anywhere. This does: not mean, of 
course, that particular and: favored 
issues are not making progress, be- 
cause they are. But the market as a 
whole is merely being churned. vio- 
lently about. Doubtless there is a 
very considerable measure of dis- 
tribution going on beneath the: sur- 
face. In one direction, at least, yes- 
terday’s stock trading set up a 
brand-new record. That was in 
breadth: ~A. total: of 827 separate is- 
sues were dealt in, in comparison 
with the previous high record of 826, 
established on Nov. 28. 

The day on the Stock Exchange 
was made up of alternate strength 
and weakness.’ After the wild open- 
ing stocks sagged, and just before 
the noon hour. gave. indications. of 
extreme heaviness, .a.condition.which 
was apparent up to mid-afternoon, 
when another buying wave snapped| wi 
them out of the reaction and brought 
many of them back 2 or 3 points 
from their lows at the close. The 
money situation hardly entered into 
the day’s proceedings. Funds were 
in supply all day at 6 per cent, the 
ruling rate of last week. More credit 
was available in the time department, 
but at unchanged rates, with a larger 
turnover than developed last week. 
It is characteristic of the present 
market that so long as the balance 
between supply and demand is not 
too far out of line, small attention 
is paid to the rate. 

Sterling was.a bit. steadier yester- 
day, although the rate was practical- 
ly unchanged from that of Saturday, 
with a moderately larger turnover 
The latest shipment of 
gold from London is due today. 
Whether or not additional shipments 
will be made depends, of course, on 
the immediate fluctuations of ster- 


jling. International bankers were of

Cotton and wheat once more were 
in the doldrums.

PROPOSAL STIRS. ATTACK 


Concern’s Counsel Calls it Move to 
Scrap Properties——City Pushes 
Fight on Plant Valuations. 


_ Declaring that aiternating. current 
was less expensive to produce than 
direct current, Otto M. Rau, con- 
sulting engineer of Philadelphia, who 
testified yesterday for the city before 
the Public Service Commission in the 
case started five years ago by the 
city to bring about a reduction in 
the New York Edison Company’s 


rates, proposed that the company 
replace its direct current equipment 
with rere current plants 
throughout the city. 

Rep yg Be Mr. Rau’s .proposal, 
Jacob H. etz, counsel for the Edi- 
son Company, characterized the Rau 
plan as ‘‘the most far-reaching effort 
to scrap a system of properties ever 
heard in a rate case.’”” The whole 
theory of the substitute plant, he 
said, had been ruled against by the 
United States Supreme Court in the 
Indianapolis water case before Jus- 
tice Butler. 

“To recognize any such testimony 
on such a flimsy basis would make 
any decision of the commission vul- 
nerable,’’ Mr. Goetz said. Commis- 
sioner William R: Pooley, hearing 
the case, eed with.Mr. Goetz with 
the reminder that ‘‘we are ee 
with a plant as it now exists an 
not with a hypothetical plant.’’ 

The admissibility of testimony of 
Malcolm F. Orton, accountant, on the 
valuation of the New York Edison 
Company from documentary analyses 
of accounts dating back to 1901 was 
questioned by r. Goetz on the 
ground that the figures were too re- 


'}mote and therefore not gg ele- 


ments in determining the present 


|| cost of service. He agreed to the ad- 


mission of the records but reserved 
the right to contest certain portions 
later when he has checked the 
sources of testimony. 


Challenges 1901 Valuation. 


The city, according to Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Joseph P. Mor- 
rissey, challenges the company’s fig- 
ure of $79,000, as of May 1, 1901, 
as representing the actual cost of the 
property that ‘went Into the merger 
of a group of smaller utility com- 
panies at that time. The actual cost 
of Lag mah that went into the figure, 
Mr. Morrissey said, was $23,000,000, 
about $60,000,000 being ‘‘water.’’ The 
retirement of property in existence 
prior to 1901, he said, was $4,000,000, 
or 5 per cent, while the property re- 
tired since that time runs to 40 or 
50 pet cent. 

“The financial history of the com- 
pany,’’ Mr. Morrissey told Commis- 
sioner Pooley, ‘‘is peculiarly. material 
in the case because the company is 
claiming a ‘going value.’ The courts 
have said in many cases that the 
financial history of. the company 
should. be taken into consideration in 
any determination of ‘going value.’ 
We contend that the actual cost of 
the property at present owned by the 
utility and used in utility servicé is 
an element that must be considered 
in fixing fair value.’’ 

Mr. Morrissey declared that the

that testimony concerning the finan- 
cial history of a company was rele- 
vant and proper material for consid- 
eration in fixing rates.

. BUILDING CONTRACTS FELL 


Department Store Sales in December 

Exceeded Those for Period of 1927, 

_ Federal Reserve Board Says. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—With in- 

dustry and trade. showing less than 
the usual seasonal decline in Decem- 
ber, preliminary reports for the first 
half of January indicate a steady in- 
crease in. the output of petroleum 
‘and greater activity in the steel, 
automobile, coal end lumber indus- 
tries, following the preliminary !ull 
during the inventory period at the 
enl of the year, according to a sum- 
mary of general business: and finan- 
cial conditions made public today by 
the Federal Reserve Board. 
. The board noted, however, thet 
building contracts in thirty-seven 
Eastern States ‘‘declined sharply dur- 
ine December as in the preceding 
month, and were smaller than in 
any December since 1924.’’ The de- 
cline from November, the board said, 
was attributed largely to decreases 
in awards for residential building 
and public works and utilities. 

By districts the largest declines 
over the preceding month were in 
the Cleveland, Chicago, Boston and 
Richmond Federal Reserve districts, 
while increases were reported in the 
New York, Philadelphia and Atlanta 
districts. 5 

When this feature of the review 
was called to the attention of Secre- 
tary Mellon, who is chairman ex 
officio of the Reserve Board, he 
gaid thet he did not know what sig- 
nificance to attach to this decline. 


Level of Prices Unchanged. 


The board said that industry and 
trade continued active in December, 
and that the general level of prices 
remained unchanged. Banking and 
credit conditions at the turn of the 
year, it said, were influenced chiefly 
by seasonal changes in the demand 
for currency and by requirements 
for end of the year financial settle- 
ments. 

Department store trade showed 
greater activity in December than in 
the preceding month, and total sales 
were the largest on record, exceeding 
December, 1927, by 1 per cent, al- 
though there was one less trading 
day this year. Increases over a year 
ago were reported for the New York 
and Philadeiphia districts, while sub- 
stantial decreases occurred in At- 
lanta and Minneapolis. Distribution 
at wholesale declined seasonally and 
‘Was smaller than a year ago. 

Output of manufactures decreased 
in December, but the decline was less 
than is usual, and the board’s index 
was slightly higher than in Novem- 
ber and above the level of a year 
ago. Smaller than usual seasonal re- 
ductions were reported in the daily 
average output of steel, pig iron, au- 
tomobiles, copper,, cement,. silk and 
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“Meat packing ng increased » reflecting 
a larger output of pork products, 
} beef. and mutton ‘production 
emp t and ‘ene x goed 
loyment and payrolls was larger 
thar @& tiie coapcn Os last year.” 
Production of. minerals was in 
somewhat smaller volume in Decem- 
ber than in November, ref! 
put of pituruneas, sad. eathrastte 
Of .pitum and 2. 
coal. Production of copper and zinc 
ore on a daily avera S* was 
slightly smaller,’ while the petroleum 
output increased. : 
Freight car loadings in December 
and the first half of: January showed 


a slightly larger than usué] seesonal 


reduction, but,-as in earlier months, 
were above a year ago. 

The gene level of wholesale 
prices remained about the same in 
December as in the preceding month. 
Avérage prices of iron and steel, 
automobiles, copper and building 
materials continued to advance slow- 
ly, and prices of farm prcducts, after 
declining in October and November, 
rose in December, reflecting higher 
average-prices for raw cotton, oats, 
rye and some grades of wheat, off- 
set in part by lower prices for corn 
and cattle. 


“Rubber Advanced. 

In the first three wocks of January 
the price of rubber advanced sharp- 
ly, and wheat, corn, potatocs and 


flour also increased, while silk and 
sugar decreased somewhat, and hides 
reached the lowest level in more 
then a year. 

Discussing the credit situation, the 
board said that in.-January the- re- 
turn flow of currency from circula- 
tion to the Reserve Banks resulted in 
a liquidation of.member bank bor- 
rowing and small declines in Reserve 
Bank holdings of acceptances and of 
United States securities. Total bills 
and securities showed a decline of 
about 5450,000,000 for the period’ from 
Dec. 26 to Jan. 23, and were in about 
the same volume as in midsummer 
of last year. 

At member hanks there was an in- 
crecse in the total volume of loans 
at the turn of the year, due chiefly 
to year-end financial settlements and 
the temporary withdrawal of funds 
loaned by corporations in the New 
York market. In January, deposits 
and loans of member banks declined 
to about the level of the early part 
of December. 

In the money market rates on call 
loans declined sharply in January, 
while rates on time loans on securi- 
ties remained firm and rates on ac- 
ceptances advanced. 


Huyler’s Leases in 170 Broadway. 
Huyler’s candy and restaurant 
chain,, now operating forty-five 
stores in the United States, has 
leased from May 1 the store at 170 
Broadway, which Zimmerman & 


Forshay, stock brokers, have occu- 
pied for a long period.

In the 
present lease John M. Davidson rep- 
resented the owners as attorney and 
Jerome Wisner acted for the tenant.

After Slump During Early 
Part of the. Month. 


CHASE NATIONAL. BANK BUYS 


. 


Two Other Deals. Involve Block- 
fronts in the Section West 
of Times Square. 


Construction in the Metropolitan 
zone is again on the upward trend 
after a mavked decline during the 
early part of the’ present month. New 
construction contracted for last week 
in the zone, aggregating $23,283,100, 
was about $10,000,000 ahead of the 
amount contracted for in the preced- 
ing week. 

Analysis of the week’s building and 
engineering record, according to 
Dodge: reports, showed that resideu- 
tial construction Jed all other classes 
of work, being $8,473,900, or 36 per 
cent of the total. Commercial build- 
ings ranked second with a total of 
$4,928,000, or 21. per cent;. public 
works and utilities amounted to $4,- 
811,300, or 21 per cent, and educa- 
tional projects: reached a total of 
$2,053,000, or 9 per cent. 

Last week’s contract record 
brought the total volume of con- 
struction started during the first 
twenty-one business days of this 
month up to $70,027,500. The daily 
average of contracts is now $3,334,- 
600, as compared with a daily aver- 
iy of $4,657,300 for contracts award- 
ed on new construction during Jan- 
uary, 1928. 

During the week erded Jan.--25 
there was $19,304,000 worth of new 
proposed work reported in this terri- 
tory, bringing the daily average since 
Jan. 1 to $5,577,400, against $10,464,- 
600 during January of last year.
